The tirst business was a joint hearing on 
the proposed laying out of Dexter road, 
and the construction of llullough’s park, 
both of which are ir eluded in the Iiul- 
longh’s park improvement. 

Mr. George A. Ward, representing the 
Walnut Bill Land Company, was the only 
remonstrant. Ho said: We have some 
objections to the plan proposed. It comes 
into a bank of sand of ours which is very 
valuable, and which we have sold to 
masons constructing the new high school, 
and other buildings.

On the telephone company’s petition for 
relocation on Washington, Cluflin, and 
Mills streets, Mr. Morse, a resident of ithe 
latter street, appeared for himself and 
sister. He asked that the company place 
the poles on the north side of the street 
rather than the south. The land on the 
north side would probably be unlit for 
building for some time, and the south side 
residents would prefer tiie relocation on 
that side. 

Mr. Allen for the telephone company 
said his company would be willing to make 
what changes the inspector of wires and 
the residents agreed upon. 

A hearing on the gas company’s petition 
for locating four poles on Charles street 
was then opened. 

Mr. Pickering, representing estates on 
that street, said the residents apprehended 
damage to their land by the construction of 
the poles. They would prefer three poles 
instead of four. He requested an oppor- 
tunity to confer with the committee and 
the gas company’s officials. The hearing 
was closed.

Alderman White spoke of the plans of 
lust yeurs highway committee, which hud 
planned taking 10 feet of Hall street for 
this location.

The handsome new Masonic building on 
the corner of Walnut street and Newton, 
ville avenue, Newtonvllle, will be ready 
for dedication next Wednesday, and the 
affair w ill be a great event in Masonic cir- 
cles, as tiie building is one of the hand- 
somest ones belonging to tiie order in New 
England, and the dedication will see a 
great attendance of high Masonic officials 
and other distinguished visitors. 

The Masonic Hall Association may well 
fool gratified at tiie success of their labors, 
and the enterprise of Newtonvllle has 
again been demonstrated. The building is 
an ornament to Hie city, and makes an im- 
posing addition to the business blocks of 
New ton. Its style of architecture is pleas- 
ing, and its central location makes the 
stores on the street floor very desirable- 
The Newtonvllle Trust Company has the 
one on the corner, which has been hand- 
somely fitted up with everything necessary 
fora bank, and the large windows and 
commodious lobby make it a pleasure to do 
business there. Tiie other Walnut street 
corner is to be occupied soon by W. C. 
Guudelet.und it is being tilted up as a model 
drug store. Two more stores on Walnut 
street are to be rented, and several parties 
are negotiating for them. On the Newton* 
vlile avenue side, Mr. Geo. 11. Gregg has 
h is undertak ing rooms. The Wal nut street 
stores have a rear entrance, so that teams 
can drive directly into the building. 

There are three entrances to tiie upper 
stories, one on Walnut street, the large 
main entrance on Newtonvllle avenue, and 
a side entrance in the rear, with an elevator 
running to tiie kitchen on tiie second floor. 

The main entrance doors open on a 
spacious and handsome oak stairway with 
an easy incline, and leading to a wide lobby 
on the second floor. On one side of this is 
the coat room, with some 400 spaces for 
coats, and u gentleman’s toilet room, uud 
on the other is tiie main lobby running 
round tiie building to tiie front entrance, 
and opening from it are two withdrawing 
rooms for ladies. From the lobby by largo 
doors, one enters tiie hall on the second 
floor, to be called Temple Hall. It is 7."> by 
50 feet, and will seat (KK) people. It is to 
be used as a bunquet room for the Masonic 
orders, and lias a convenient kitchen and 
serving room attached, with gas stoves, 
china closets, sinks and numberless draw- 
ers and closets. 

Temple Hull will be available for dances 
and entertainments, and lias already been 
engaged by several organizations. The 1 
Players will use it for their entertainments, 
several dancing teachers have engaged it i 
for their classes, and it will be the best hall 
in tiie city for dancing parties, on account 
of tiie highly polished floor, and tiie many i 
side rooms add other conveniences. The j 
Hull is finished in oak. as are all of tiie 1 
second floor rooms, and the adjustable 
chairs are upholstered in leather, and those 
w ho have suffered on tiie hard chairs at 
City Hall, will appreciate tiie comfort of 
such seats. They will he raised at the rear 
of the hull, as 'I lie Players* have done at 
City Hull. The stage is unusually spacious, 
and is to be fitted up with all modern ap- 
pliances for theatrical entertainments.

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educational METHODS. 


THE APDHKBBKH n Y DR. WALTER CHAN- 
NINO AND 8 PPT. H. T. DUTTON. 


Following are tho mldressos of Dr. Clian- 
nlng ftnri Supt. Dutton, before the Newton 
Education Society. 

Dr. OhShuing, the first president of the 
Brookline Education Soolety, spoke ns fol- 
lows: 

There can be no doubt, 1 think. In the 
minds of most parents, that modern school 
education 1ms grown to a point beyond 
their entire comprehension. In earlier 
times this was not the case, for it was more 
elementary and simple than at present, and 
what is of still greater significance, it was 
more directly carried on under the eye of 
tho parent. lie was more with the child 
and bad unite direct control over his con- 
duct and education, lie knew what he 
did, and worked and thought and felt w itli 
him. 

Modern life has become filled with new 
interests for tho parent, absorbing his 
time, and has also furnished many new 
ones for the child. So each has been grad- 
ually and almost Imperceptibly led away 
from the home, the centre of most that is 
best in the lives of us all. 

.School education, keeping pace with 
social evolution, has recognized these 
changes, and has been obliged to take upon 
itself functions formerly (piite foreign to it. 
More and more it has assumed the respon- 
sibility of fitting tho child not only In- 
tellectually for life, but ethically and phy- 
sically as well. As the homo training has 
weakened, the school training has become 
more potent and dominating. 'The equili- 
brium has pet haps been preserved : the 
child may be now as well fitted for citizen- 
ship us a quarter of a century or more ago, 
but he grows up in a changed environment. 

Is this the best for him V Can it make as 
good a man of him? Will he become as 
valuable a member of society? Will he be 
the parent he ought to be to guide and 
bring up his children? These are serious 
questions, the most serious questions that 
we can ask ourselves, and were the very 
ones that came into my mind, when our 
Drookline Education Society was formed. 
In my attempt to answer them, 1 found I 
had no adequate ‘knowledge of modern 
school methods, or wlmt education from 
the teacher’s standpoint really was. and so 
in common with others in our society, I 
strove to meet the teachers half way, tell 
them what education from the parents’ 
point of view seemed to be, and get the re- 
sults of their training and experience. We 
took up ptoblems of mutual interest, such 
as “The Home Care of Children ;” “Head 
ing of Boys and Girls;” "Recreation and 
Study;” “Art in the Schools;” “Musfcas 
an Educative Force in the Community;” 
“Manual Training;” and often inviting 
specialists from abroad to lead in our dis- 
cussions. 

The parents we found asked the ques- 
tions and the teachers usually answered 
them, which was what might have been 
expected, as the former were necessarily 
learners. The lesult was wonderfully 
stimulating and led to personal investiga- 
tions and observations of school methods, 
and some practical contributions. For tho 
first time, 1 am quite sure, the teachers felt 
that their work was understood attd appre- 
ciated by parents, before apathetic, or 
wholly uninterested. By such direct per- 
sonal contact a sudden insight of a most 
illuminating nature was acquired by tho 
parents, of what the teachers were doing, 
and the teachers gained a knowledge they 
had never before possessed of the needs of 
the parents. The Education Society served 
as a clearing house, as it were, for the 
brightest, best and most progressive ideas 
of education. 

It may be that we have been fortunate in 
Brookline, for our standing committees as 
well as all members of our society, have 
been allowed free access to our schools: at 
any rate, we have made the progress that 
we have, partly because the doors of all 
our schools have freely opened to every in- 
quirer, and nothing has had to be taken 
for granted. 

You ask for results: let me first point out 
a few of the tangible ones, and then briefly 
indicate the more subtle and underlying 
ones, which are, after all, the test of what 
has been accomplished. I have already 
spoken of subjects discussed at our gener- 
al meetings. 1 will next allude to the work 
of our standing committees. Our lecture 
committee has given us two courses of lec- 
tures, among the lecturers there having 
been such men as Stanley Hall. Felix Ad- 
ler. John Fiske, Prof. N S. Shuler, and 
Prof. J. ('. Palmer. 

The chihl study committee has held a 
number of meetings and made statistical 
studies of children after the plan of Presi- 
dent Hall, and has had mothers’ meetings 
in several of the school houses, where a 
large number of the mothers of tho poorest 
children have met members of the commit- 
tee and teachers, coming together socially 
in this way probably for the first time in 
their lives. No one can doubt the benefit 
of such intercourse. 

The committee on music has made a 
study of music in the schools; has inau- 
gurated a series of weekly concerts in the 
lower schools by amateurs of merit; has 
given a course of four young people’s con- 
certs illustrative of the music of the great- 
est composers, and has arranged fora series 
of public open-air band concerts during the 
present summer for the people at large. 
In addition to this practical work, it hus 
been carefully considering the value of 
music as an educational force in the com- 
munity. 

'The committee on science has presented 
two valuable reports on the subject, treat- 
ed in a practical way, and suggesting how 
the “parent can assist the teacher in her 
attempts to bring the children into close 
contact with ail that is grand and beauti- 
ful in the phenomena of daily life.” 

The committee on history has worked 
vigorously in studying into the history of 
the town, issuing several leallets, and dur- 
ing the past year has published a pamphlet 
called “A Guide to the Local History of 
Drookline,” which has already been wide- 
ly noticed and commended in the press for 
the excellence of Its arrangement and the 
accurate and full, yet concise character of 
the data presented. This committee might 
well rest content with what it has already 
accomplished, but it has in addition pro- 
vided courses of lectures on local history 
and the Civil War, and prepared a series 
of guide leaflets for historical excursions. 

The cMiuuittee on pit) steal training hits 
also lorn very active, holding numerous 
meetings and investigating subjects of in- 
terest, such as "military drill,” “competi- 
tion in athletics,” “medical inspection of 
schools,” etc., and it is now urging the de- 
sirability of a public out-door gymnasium 
which I believe will iu time be an accom- 
plished fact. 

A committee on school libraries has also 
made progress. 

The committee on art, through a sub 
committee, arranged one of the best loan 
collections of paintings iu the Town Hall, 
it hus been the writer’s privilege to visit. 
It was opened immediately after the close 
of the One Hundred Old Masters exhibit in 
Boston in April last, and though it did not 
■ include so huge a proportion of old 
musters, in its generul excellence, and its 
practical arrangements, challenged com- 
parison with it. The pictures were all col 
iected in Drookline and among the painters 
represented were Allston, Dosa Donheur, 
Boudili, Drlon, Corot, Courbet, Couture, 
Daubigny, Dupre, Etty, Frere, Hunt. 
Raphael Mengs, Sir Joshua Reynolds, and 
many others of wide reputation. 

Large numbers of school children were 
taken to the exhibit by tlieii teachers, and 
though the general public did not visit it in 
as large numbers as was hoped, it was a 
brilliant sucres, and hus mude, 1 am cer- 
tain, a deep impression on our town life. 

1 muy mention one other direction in 
which our society worked iu u more gener- 
al way. On the suggestion of u non-resi- 
dent of tho town a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee and a number of ladies and 
gentlemen was held to see what might be 
done toward getting the town to establish 


an Art Committee similar to the Art Com- 
mission of Boston. By the Joint efforts of 
our society and the selectmen, our revised 
town laws now provide for an Art Com- ! 
inlttee of three, which not only must up- | 
, prove all decorations, works of art, etc., in 
public buildings and grounds, but also all : 
designs for public buildings, which is a 
considerable advance in scope over that of 
. the Boston Art Commission, and will I am 1 
sure tend to Ouvelop tho esthetic interests 
of the town. 

Such are some of tho ways in which our 
[ society has been able to make itself of use. 

In passing I wish to say that valuable imb- 
j lie improvements have been brought about 
j in Drookline during tho past two years 
with which our society has had no connec- 
tion, though we have been assigned (lie 
credit for some of them. I desire to lay 
special emphasis on this fnct, as some of 
our progressive citizens to whom these im- 
provements are due, do not like to see our 
I society getting credit to which it is not eu- 
! titled. I would mention, especially, as 
! among the improvements I have In mind, 
i the establishment of our new municipal 
j bath-house, the introduction of objects of 
art Into the schools, and the transfer of the 
care of all our public and school grounds 
to the Park Commissioners. With these 
improvements our society had no connec- 
tion, though many of our members have 
been individually active iu their introduc- 
tion. 

The underlying results of the work done 
by the society I will now say a few words 
about in conclusion. It Is as yet too soon 
to fully appreciate these and they are 
naturally not easy to properly estimate, but 
as far as I can judge they nave been con- 
siderable. First, I see indications of an 
augmented interest in education, extending 
through a circle considerably larger than 
the membership of the society. And this 
is an active, eager, intelligent interest, 
reaching out for more knowledge which 
may be made to serve useful ends. Second 
1 see many taking a wider and broader 
view of school education than they had 
before. For tho first time iu our lives we 
have a faint glimmering of the high aims 
of modern education as a means of prepara- 
tion for fitting the child to be a useful and 
moral citizen, and not a mere machine 
warranted to run only if crammed with cut 
and dried data learned by routine methods 
from books. Third, I perceive the idea 
gaining ground, that true education means 
a correlation of all educative forces, both 
of the home and the school, supplementing 
each other and working harmoniously to- 
gether. Perhaps the very best result we 
have accomplished has been the influence 
we have exerted on public opinion by 
bringing this idea out clearly over and over 
again in our discussions, until we limy 
claim to have established it as a funda- 
mental principle of education. Fourth, I 
perceive in many of the teachers them- 
selves, a more deep and serious spirit in 
their work, due, 1 suppose, to the better 
comprehension they have of the parents 
and the parents have of them, to which I 
have already referred. We parents have 
been so dull iu our appreciation of our 
painstaking, faithful and untiring teachers, 
that it must be a satisfaction to them to 
know that at least some of us are learning 
to justly value the high quality of their 
achievement from personal observation. 

Finally I wish to say, with all the em- 
phasis in my power, that such success as 
our society has attained has been largely 
due to the attempt we have made to learn 
something of the spirit of education . of its 
meaning from the broadest and highest 
point of view. We have had no propagan- 
da; no fads; no theories, but only a sincere 
desire to gain a truer and more exact 
knowledge of principles. We have gone to 
the teachers und the schools to learn how 
these principles were applied, but in no 
spirit of criticism or thought evm to sug- 
gest any imprmenients, and I believe this 
impersonal study of principles has given 
usa freedom of action and an independence 
and impartiality, which has carried weight, 
lent dignity to our work, and had a more 
decided influence on public opinion. 

Following Dr. rhanning, Mr. Samuel T. 
Dutton spoke briefly, saying in part : — 

It is most gratifying to know that the 
Newton Education Association is to under- 
take a work similar to that which has been 
outlined to you by Dr. ('hanning in his in- 
teresting paper. 1 am sure that an enter- 
prise undertaken with so much thought 
and deliberation, seconded by t’.ie people 
of this progressive and beautitul city, will 
become even more important ami success- 
ful than anything we have been able to do 
in Brookline. 

It is very apparent, from what has al- 
ready been said, that the central thought in 
tin* work of the Drookline Education Socie- 
ty lias been the union of the home and the 
school. We have undertaken to bring into 
correlation all the social forces of the com- 
munity. We have Imped that the church 
would become more conscious of the great 
work performed by the schools ami that it 
would lie more sympathetic and helpful in 
every attempt made to strengthen the 
means of education. Dut the leading pur- 
pose thus far lias been to bring the home 
and school into the closest co-operation. 
Dr. ('banning has alluded to the better 
spirit t hat animates the parents and citi- 
zens of tlie low n, and 1 am glad to say for 
the teachers that we also feel a certain new 
hope and inspiration because of Hie 
changed atmosphere in which we work. 
We have come to feel the great importance 
of having Hie home ami the school react 
upon each other. It is not difficult to 
understand hmv it is that under certain 
conditions, where t he homes of the neigh- 
borhood are favored in respect to culture 
ami accomplishments, these children bring 
with them Into the school an atmosphere 
that is favorable to what Is most to he de- 
sired. There is a strong current of help- 
fulness and encouragement which gives 
courage to the teacher and imparts tone to 
the school, This of course assumes that 
teachers are open to such influences and 
are broad enough and large enough to re- 
ceive ami utilize them, if the school is 
planted in a neighborhood where the homes 
are poor and children are neglected, there 
is tne largest opportunity for the school to 
react upon the home and the more the 
school life is impregnated with what is 
practical ami useful und touches the social 
world in which wo live, the greater und 
more powerful will be this reaction And 
yet, tne best and most successful reaction 
occurs when both tho home and the school 
are surrounded by uu atmosphere of cul- 
ture ami breadth, when teachers and 
parents are equally conscious of the high 
Ideals ami aims ot education, when they 
cau frequently come into conference amt 
can together plan for the education of the 
children. 

In speaking of the union of the home und 
the school 1 have in mind no narrow bene- 
fit such us harmony iu respect to the gov- 
ernment of children, bill 1 urn thinking of 
the possibility of ugreemeut iu respect to 
tlie lurger, broader aims of education, and 
the great purpose of such a society us you 
arc forming is to enable the people to see 
education in its vustuess. We too often 
emplmsize tlie small tilings. We cling to 
tlie ideu that schools are to give tlie power 
to do certain tilings nr to place shut p tools 
iu tlie bauds of youth, whereas tlie real 
purpose is to effect the w hole personality 
so that tlie feel lugs, sentiments uud aspira- 
tions shall he of tlie highest. 

As a matter of tact we have just begun 
to attack this great problem. As yet we 
know very little of the possibility in re- 
spect to the culture of the feelings tit rough 
art und music, the relutlou of physical cul- 
ture to the intellectual, inorul ami spiritual 
growth and development. We have just 
opened our eyes to tlie need of acquainting 
the young with the world of industry in 
w hich wo live. In short, we have hitherto 
thought too little of the sociul hearings of 
education uud have given too much empha- 
sis to the mere training of certain facul- 
ties. 

1 w as glad to observe tliut in your con- 
stitution you provide for free discussions. 

1 trust, however, that iu the meetings of 
your association, attention will be turned 
to the lurger things rat her than to what is 
local uud temporary, of course, it w ill d > 
no harm to touch upou questions of school 


management, hut the mnln thing is to work ‘ 
out the larger thing, tinder the laws of 
the Commonwealth the management of 
schools is plnced in the hands of the school j 
committee. You elect upon that commit- [ 
tee. citizens in whom you have confidence, 1 
ana then give them your hearty support, i 
They, of# course, expect to be eriticizoil and 
those of us who are in the business of be- | 
ing criticized know’ it does us no harm. It 
is desirable, however, that suggestions and 
criticism should bo intelligent and sym- 
pathetic, otherwise, it fails to accomplish 
what is desired. 

Some of you may wonder what a society 
that has been In existence for two yearn can 
find to do In the future. Let me assure you 
that we have more problems in sight than 
we can attend to in several years. For ex- 
ample. as yet very little, if anything, has 
been done in our wealthiest communities 
to provide proper encouragement and aid 
to worthy hoys and girls who ought to go 
beyond the curriculum of the common 
school and get a liberal education. We 
want toestablish in such communities what 
Felix Adler called "Child Saving Sta- 
tions” so that worthy youth may receive 
that assistance Hint will enable them to 
rise to the positions to which they are 
worthy to attain. There are many other 
important questions w hich are fundament- 
al to the welfare of tlie community which 
such a society as this can properly attack. 

. . . When, as has been the case in 
Drookline, several committees approaching 
education from different points or view, are 
continually making reports which throw 
light upon the whole field, it becomes easy 
to see how much there is to he done and 
how great is the cause in which we are en- 
listed. I can only wish for this associa- 
tion and its work the fullest measure of 
success.

Our Sobering- Pension Roll. 

[From the St. Paul, (Minn.) Pioneer Press.J 

When Americans— however patriotic and 
however willing to indulge the sentiment 
of gratitude toward tlie men who periled 
life, health, and tlie welfare of their fami- 
lies in the nation’s defense— contemplate 
the still swelling aggregate of our pension 
roll, now amounting toward $180,000,000 
annually, they may be pardoned if they 
seem inclined to assume a questioning atti- 
tude as to whether all tho legislation under 
which that immense outlay is being made 
has been sufficiently well considered. This 
attitude has become more and more pro- 
nounced since it is seen that thousands of 
young widows are being added to the rolls, 
to take the place of tlie veterans who are 
dropping oil, and whose pensions, which 
arc for life, seem likely to prolong for 
another full generation a large part of the 
national burden hitherto so patiently 
borne. The bold stand taken by tin* pres- 
ent commissioner of pensions iii objecting 
to this class of beneficiaries is looked upon 
with general commendation. While the 
people are willing— nay, eager— to save 
from want the women who sent their hus- 
bands into the field iu the critical days of 
tlie “sixties,” they cannot easily discern 
what claim the woman who has married 
an ex-soldier long after the wareiubd can 
have upou tin* nation. Marrying a veteran 
for the sake of getting a pension— a prac- 
tice which has now become common— can- 
not be classed among the acts of patriotism 
for which pensions are usually bestowed. 

While in this critical mood, people are 
inclined to pus’i tin- question a little fur- 
ther. ami to ask on what ground the gov- 
ernment should continue the payment of 
pensions to people who plainly do not need 
them. Especially, why should prosperous 
and well-to-do men, in business and iu tlie 
professions, draw an animal stipend from 
the government, while other veterans who 
served their country equally well, or bet- 
ter. but who now find it hard work to 
make a living, receive nothing whatever, 
because no rebel bullet happened to hit 
them, or because their health remained so 
good that they were able to serve their 
country to the end of the war witaout con- 
tracting a disabling or even a constructive- 
ly disabling disease? 

If the pension rolls were cleared, first of 
the names of all individuals who are iu no 
need of aid from the government to enable 
them to live in comfort and secondly to all 
widows who have married veterans since 
the war, the enormous burden of pensions 
which the American people are now bear- 
ing would be vastly reduced— so much re- 
duced that the nation could perhaps then 
snare something with which to sweeten 
the last days and perhaps save from tlie 
almshouse some splendid soldiers, who 
did grand service, but were not lucky 
enough to "get hit” while doing it. 

There is no doubt that the larger portion 
of tin* men now receiving pensions were 
good soldiers. We are glad to admit that 
all of them have deserved well of tlie gov- 
ernment. Dut the popular sentiment is 
that pensions should be bestowed, not to 
match deserts, but to relieve necessities. 
Where no necessity for relief exists tlie 
cluims of the man who was hit by a bullet 
or injured by disease iu the service are no 
greater than that of his comrade who 
fought equally well ami perhaps longer, but 
who went through tin* war without getting : 
hit and with Ills health unimpaired. And | 
it is a matter of common notoriety that in 
almost every neighborhood there are men 
who were iiiettteient soldieis, but w ho are 
now rich, who are receiving pensions from i 
the government, while men who were good j 
soldiers, but who are now poor, receive i 
nothing. All well-to-do ex-soldiers might ! 
now to be willing to oonsent to a readjust- 
ment. I.et some honorary medals he struck 
off ami bestowed upon these in lieu of fur- | 
tlier pensions.

THE MAYORALTY. 

The question of choosing a mayor of the 
city for the coming year is now agitating 
the publie mind, ns the issues for the atate 
election are settled and out of the way. If 
the new charter is adopted, as seems prob- 
able, there being no open opposition to it, 
the office of mayor will become of unusual 
importance. Under the new charter, the 
mayor is the chief executive of the city, in 
fact as well as in name, and will have a 
position of great responsibility in starting 
the wheels of the new government in the 
right direction. He will need to be a man 
of unusual executive ability, of great tact 
in dealing with men; and with independ- 
ence of character sufficient to enable him 
to follow out his own policy, regardless of 
the pressure that will be brought to bear 
upon him, in legard to the appointments he 
will have to make. It goes without say- 
ing, also, that he must enter upon the 
office absolutely untrammeled by pledges 
to any faction, if he is to administer affairs 
for the good of the city. 

Men of the character indicated are not 
numerous enough to block up any street, 
and when they are found they are not al- 
ways willing to give up their private busi- 
ness for publie office. 

There has been a general inclination 
among prominent men in all parts of the 
city towards ex-Mayor Bothfeld, and his 
return from the mountains, this week, was 
the signal for a seige of his office, to find 
out if he would consent to take the office 
again. Many think he fills all the neces- 
sary requirements, and his long experience 
in the city government would give him an 
advantage over any new and untried candi- 
date. His position is said to be that he 
would prefer to devote himself to his 
private business, but if there is a general 
desire to have him serve, he would accept 
a nomination, provided it came without 
any effect on his part. He does not care 
enough for the officp to enter upon any 
fight, for it, or to do anything to secure it, 
as it would be a sacrifice to him, from a 
financial standpoint- 

That is the answer that all the inter- 
viewers have received, and those who con- 
sider that lie is the best available candidate 
have the matter in their own hands. 

There are others, however, und a num- 
ber of other candidates have warm advo- 
cates. First among these is Mayor Cobb, 
who has many friends who think he is 
just the man for the position, and some of 
them are known as skilled workers in the 
field of local politics. While Mayor Cobb 
would not engage in any active work for 
the nomination, it is suid that he would 
accept if it came to him in a regular fash- 
ion. 

Others who are mentioned ure President 
Davis of the common council, a represen- 
tative of Ward Three, who has a consider 
able following, and Alderman Roberts of 
Ward Two, whose frieuds think the office 
really belongs to that ward this year. 

Tiie: third councillor convention last Sat- 
urday resulted as experienced political ob- 
servers hud predicted, in the nomination 
of ex-Itepresentative Swallow of Charles- 
town. His campaign was managed by 
Representative McCarthy and Aldermun 
Preaho, and although they hud a strong op- 
position to encounter, they won a substan- 
tial victory, by having a majority of the 
votes on tlie tirsl ballot. The retirement 
of Mr. Hopewell of Cambridge of course 
helped muke the victory an easy one, us 
there was no condidute ou whom the op- 
position could combine, utter this. The 
campaign was a warm one and hud its 
aiiiusiiig features, especially the readiness 
of the Swallow managers to take advantage 
of the mistakes made by the opposition. 
It was reported through the district that 
Newton and the exclusive part of Cam- 
bridge were going to oppose Mr. Swallow 
solely because he was a “retail grocer," 
This solidified the rest of the district, 
which does not cure whether its candidates 
ure in ousiiiesh by retail or w holesale, pro- 
vided they ure otherwise unobjectionable. 
Mr. McCarthy will now have a greater 
claim than ever to be considered a power 
in the dist rict. 

It is reported that a paper is in circula- 
tion, endorsing Congressman .Sprague for 
his great service iu improving the postal 
facilities of Newton and securing u central 
postortioe at Newton Centre, and signatures 
ure desired from all parts of the city. Nome 
of those Uhked to - gn L.i refund on the 
ground thut they do not think our postal 
service has been Improved, which must be 
rather discourugiug to the friends of the 
congressman . whose labors huve been so 
urduous in our behuif. It would be much 
better foi citizens to sig/i the paper, not 
necessarily out of gratitude but merely us 
a guarantee of their good nature. iiy an- 
other year the free delivery system in 
Newton will probably get iuto good work- 
ing order, us all such radical changes tuke 


time. Besides, the prospects are that 
Newton, as well as all other cities In the 
Metropolitan district, will soon become a 
part of the Boston postal district, and then 
it will not take twenty-four hours or more 
for Boston letters to be delivered In New - 
ton. 

Gkoroi. Fin n Williams had every 
thing his own way at Worcester and those 
not in sympathy with him had to get out. 

If a candidate has no hope of being elected 
it must he some satisfaction to know that 
he whipped all his enemies in his own 
party, and perhaps Mr. Williams thinks 
that a small and united party is better than 
a large and discordant one, in which half 
the members are more or less secretly fight- 
ing the other half. When his party once 
gets us thoroughly disciplined as the party 
of his political opponents, and realize that 
they must either obey in all things or else 
be turned out as traitors ami mugwumps, 
perhaps Mr. Williams thinks ho will have 
some chance of success. This year he can 
not do much more than to light for posi- 
tion, and get things in thorough working 
order for another year. Meanw hile lie fur- 
nishes an interesting spectacle for political 
students und adds some life and energy to 
an off-year campaign. 

Col. Melvin O Adams made quite an 
innovation at the Republican State conven- 
tion, by reciting the platform from , 
memory, without reference to the maim- ' 
script. Some say he ought to have made it 
rhyme, instead of putting it all in blank • 
verse, but the whole thing w as a gem in 
its way, and those who had the benefit of 
Col. Adams’ masterly elocution will not 
forget how charming political platforms ! 
can be made. Of course there is not very 
much to say this year, there is no doubt of 
the reelection of Gov. Wolcott and the rest 
of the ticket, but from a literary stand- 
point it is the best platform we have ever 
had. 

Thi: Republican Representative Conven- 
tion meets at Newtonville, this evening, 
when Representatives Pickard and Hay- 
ward will be renominated without opposl 
tion. After the convention the delegates 
are invited by Messrs. Pickard and Hay- 
ward, to a dinner at the Woodland Park 
Hotel, which will be one of the fine affairs 
for which that hostelry is noted. 


Can any of the opponents of biennial 
elections tell what advantage Massachu- 
setts will gain by having an election this 
year? There are no new' issues, the pres- 
ent state officials will all be renominated 
and re-elected, and there seems absolutely ’ 
no reason for all the fuss and expense that 
is involved.

their standpoint The child is often 
Illumed and scolded when the fault really ; 
is in the teacher. Most children learn, 
readily, anything within their powers, 
which is sufficiently explained uud in which 
■ their interest is awakened.

! is wealthy enough from buying up a whole 
county and having it for a hunting ground, 
or whatever lie likes, and saying you shall 
not go upon it. You thus give to him the 
power of life ami death, for if people can- 
not get ocoupancy somewhere else they 
must live upon the laud at the sufferance 
of the owner, who can lix his own terms. 
Suppose one man had money enough to buy 
the whole of Massachusetts! Don't you 
see that if land is property the same as my 
watch is, lie has a perfect right to say to all 
of us, "get out!" The whole thing is ex- 
ceedingly simple in this way, that we deny 
the same absolute right of property in land 
that you have in a knife, or u hat or a coat. 
No man made the land ; it was not made by 
me, or by you, or by anybody else, but it is 
something to which every human being 
has an equal right. There is a great point 
of difference between the earth, which ex- 
ists in an absolute limited quantity, and a 
manufactured article of which you can 
muke any desired quantity. A il you have 
to do is to create a demand and the supply 
Is easily forthcoming. On the other hand 
the supply of land is fixed nnd its rental 
value is a produet of the community. 

The number of individual landowners is 
decreasing year by year, and its ownership 
is being concentrated in the hands of a few 
large landed proprietors. The laws on our 
statute hooks are often unreliable and in- 
1 operative, but the principle of the Single 
i Tax. which alone will save us from this 
I impending evil, is grounded upon a natural 
| law as infallible as the law of gravitation, 
i The speaker dwelt upon the deplorable 
I social conditions and the evils arising from 
; the unfair distribution of wealth, the vast 
accumulations of which he aptly compared 
to heaps of manure, a nuisance in that 
! form, but a benefit und source of great good

Quarterly Meeting of Hospital Trustees. 

The quarterly meeting of the Newton 
Hospital Trustees was held as usual. Presi- 
dent Leason occupying the chair, and the 
following members present: Mesdames 
Bacon, Cobb, Gould, Huskell, Ilovey, 
Leonard, Mason, and Morse, Messrs. Burr, 
Edmunds, Pettee, Pratt, Tyler, Mr. George 
1). Davis, and Drs. Hunt, Thayer, Eaton 
and Scales. 

The report of the treasurer showed un 
income for the quurter of about $3000, and 
the receipt of a legacy of $2000 from the 
estate of William Wallis, and one of $loo 
from that of Mrs. E. E. Stiles; while the 
expenses were $<524(5, with a balance of 
only $U555 on hand with which to meet the 
current expenses. Mr. Pratt us Chuirmun 
of the Finance Committee, in reference to 
the deficit shown by the above ligures, 
urged the necessity of incrcused contribu- 
tions from tlie churches and citizens gener- 
ally to prevent running still further be- 
hind. 

Dr. Scales for the executive committee 
gave tlie daily averuge of patients for June, 
35 1-10. July, 33 3-10. August, 24, 5-lo, aver- 
aging for the quarter nearly 31, somewhut 
lower than that of last year, and the usual 
amount of routine business.

Tlie Newton Club A. A. men were a bit 
shy on signals, however, and this serious- 
ly interfered with team play. On several 
occasions the backs did not litul tlie right 
hole, and Newton lost the ball once on a 
fourth down because tlie quarter-back 
could not liml any one to pass tlie leather 
to. 

One of the new men on Newton club A. 
A. is Fitzpatrick, formerly of Lehigh. 

When the game opened t was North 
Shore’s kick-off, uml Ellis sent tlie ball to 
Edmunds, who fumbled ami finally re- 
turned to tlie middle of tlie field, where 
Holmes fumbled and “Bun” Paul fell on 
tlie leather for Newton. Then Newton 
hammered away at North Shore, and never 
lost tlie ball until a touchdown was made. 

Dole went 20 yards around left end. 
Then the centre was worked for short 
gains, and a fake kick netted 30 yards, 
Sands taking tlie ball around left end witli 
good interference. This run placed tlie 
ball on the live-yard line, and Dole was 
pushed over tlie white chalk mark. Cor- 
bett kicked goal. The six points were 
earned in live minutes’ actual play. 

On tlie kick off Dole secured the ball on 
his own 25-yard line, and recovered 10 
yards before he was dropped by Merritt. 
After a couple of ineffectual rushes, Dole 
punted to North Shore’s 25-yard line, and 
Newton was in possession again on ac- 
count of a fumble. Ellis juggled the ball 
and Sands fell on it. 

Corbett and Dole, assisted by clever in- 
terference, did the rest. Dole made tlie 
touchdown, and Corbett, from a long kick, 
secured his second goal. 

For tlie remainder of tlie half North 
Shore had tlie best of tlie argument. 
Honors made a pretty run around Fitz- 
patrick’s end, and Voght and Ellis made 
short gains. Both teams were rather 
tired and tlie ball was on Newton’s :«>- 
yard line when the whistle olow. 

After an exchange of puts, Newton se- 
cured the ball on North Shore’s 40-yard 
line. On tlie next ulay Corbett made a 
corking dodging run around right end for 
20 yards, and Fitzgerald went thu other 20 
around the opposite end fora touchdown. 
There was some misunderstanding on tlie 
punt out, and Newton lost her try for goal. 

When play was resumed both sides com- 
menced to punt, and on one of these ex 
changes Newton gained 20 yards. Ellis 
punted the sphere back to the middle of 
tlie Held, where Corbett secured it and 
started to run. Merritt and Whitney land- 
ed on him for keeps, and tlie latter prompt- 
ly claimed interference, with a fair catch. 
His bluff' worked all right and Newton was 
awarded 15 yards. 

A moment later Newton lost tlie ball on 
a fumble and Ellis punted to Newton’s .’50- 
yard line, where Eddy fell on the ball. 
By kicking. Newton placed tlie ball on 
North Shore's 20-yard line. Voght of 
North Shore got away for a 25-yard run, 
and the game ended with tlie ball in New- 
ton’s territory.

Agitation in the Oak Hill District. 

To the Editor of the Graphic : 

There appeared in one of the Bosh n 
papers last week, what purported to be 
news correspondence dated Newton, Sept. 
27, and printed under the headlines “Oak 
Hill Dissatisfied. Part of Newton’s Resi- 
dents Prefer a Town Government." This 
precious effusion is worthy to take its place 
In a new edition of Disraeli’s “Cariosities 
of Literature.” 

T he writer begins by saying it is not often 
that residents in a prosperous and up to date 
city have any yearnings to a return to town 
government, but this is precisely the de- 
sire of a number of residents of that por- 
tion of Wards Five and Six, which is 
known as Oak Hill. 'The movement, he 
says, has not as yet taken definite shape, 
but the leaders are endeavoring to arrange 
for a meeting of Onk Hill people next week 
to consider the change, lie goes on to ex- 
plain that the cause of the existing dissati- 
faction is the small sum which the city of 
Newton expends annually in the Oak II ill 
district : and he says it is claimed that tiie 
Oak Hill tax-miyers pay five times as much 
in taxes as the city expends in their dis- ; 
triet, that the region is not properly 
policed, that its roads are not well looked 
after, and Hint it enjoys none of the ad- i 
vantages whicli accrue to otlier sections of 
Newton in return for taxes. 

Having thus stated the alleged grievances 
with tolerable accuracy, although the dis- 
proportion between taxes paid and benefits 
received is greatly underestimated, the j 
correspondent proceeds to set forth what 
he understands to be the answer; namely, 
that Oak Hill is hardly entitled to alTtlie 
advantages of a city, for the reason that 
tiie district covers more than one-third of

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There was an unusual amount of routine 
business presented tor the aldermen's de- 
liberations at their regular meeting Mon- 
day evening. Little action of importance 
Yvas taken though the session lasted for 
two solid hours. When the board was 
called to order by Mayor Cobb at s o'clock 
each member was in his seat. 

HEARINGS. 

A hearing which developed a large re- , 
monstrance was that on the petition of the 
telephone company for permission to locate 
six poles on Cabot street, Newtonville. 
Three communications were read, each pro- 
testing, signed by J. W. Dickinson, F. . 1 . 
Ilartshorue and R. E. Goodwin. Accom- 
panying was a petition in remonstrance 
bearing the signatures of all the residents 
and tenants on the street w ith one or two 
exceptions. 

Mr. 11 . S. Allen of the telephone com- 
pany addressed the board at the opening of 
the hearing, stating that the company de- 
sired to maintain these poles that a tele- 
phone might be placed in a gentleman's : 
FlRUtfnce on that street. In this gentle- 
man’s house at present a phone was in use, 
but the wires were laid through private 
property, and in some places not over 10 
feet above the ground, when the city ordi- j 
nances require them to be 20. The com- 
pany desired a change for better service. 

Mr. Price spoke of appearing before the 
board last year at a similar hearing, and 
protesting. The telephone company at 
that time was granted leave to withdraw ' 
its petition. The conditions at present 
Yvere unchanged. “We are a unit on Cabot 
street in protesting against this, and hope 
tonight yv ill end it.” 

Dr. Coxeter was the next speaker. lie 
spoke of the injury that the trees on that 
street would likely suffer. At present, lie 
said, it is a bicyclists’ paradise. There are 
no pieces of wire or broken glass insula- 
tors thut the telephone company is sure to 
throw in the street after working on the 
poles. He disputed .Mr Allen’s statement 
regarding the height of the wire, saving it 
might not be 20 feet, but was over 10 feet. 

Mr. Bailey, another resident of the street, 
also spoke in opposition. He thought the 
street too narrow, and that the placing of 
mles there would disfigure it. “\Ve dont’t 


leel,” he said, “that at present we want 
telephones.” “If the wires were buried 
there would probably be no objection.” 

Mr. Allen said the company did not wish 
to press the matter further, and asked that 
the petition be left in the files at the city 
clerk’s oflice. 

Mr. Bailey was not slow in grasping the 
point of Mr. Allen’s request, and rising 
promptly said, “Mr. Mayor, does this mean 
Yve are to come up again next year on the 
same matter, when the telephone com- 
pany present this petition?” 

No one attempted to answer this very in- 
teresting question and the hearing was 
closed. 

Three hearings followed: on the tele- 
phone company’s petition for location on 
Nelioiden road; on the West End Street 
Railway's petition to use the gas company’s 
poles on Centre street; on the telephone 
company’s petition to use the gas com- 
pany's poles on Washington street. 

The Newton Street Railway Company’s 
petitions for turnout at junction of Liver 
and Lexington streets, and extension of 
tracks on Washington street from bank 100 
feet to Nonantum square were given a 
hearing. President Collin briefly explained 
the plans of the company, and the plans 
for the location were passed to each mem- 
ber of tlie board for inspection. There 
was no remonstrance and the hearing was 
closed. 

A hearing followed on the petition of St. 
James street residents for sidewalks on 
that street. No one appeared and the hear- 
ing Yvas closed. 

COMMUNICATIONS AND PETITIONS. 

On motion of Alderman Hobart the read- 
ing of the records was dispensed with. 
There were no papers from the common 
council. 

Mayor Cobh appointed Henry W. Burt a 
deputy election inspector. 

A communication was received from 
Chief Kandlett of the lire deportment 
recommending the placing of two hydrants 
on Beacon street near the cemetery. One 
in front of .1. B K net-land's house and the 
other 0i)0 feet west. In the communication 
it was set forth that the water supply had 
been cut off by theconstruction ot a sewer 
near the cemetery. The communication 
was referred to the committee on lire de- 
partment. 

Michuel Diviney, in a communication to 
the board, asked indemnity for damages re- 
c ived on account of an ulleged defect in 
t!io highway on South street, Chestnut 
Hill. Claims committee. 

A communication was received from In- 
spector of b Hiding* George II. Elder, noti- 
fying the board tiiat E. L. Drohan had 
petitioned for right to erect a building on 
Adams street, .'»no feet south of Watertown 
street, to be Used as a toy store. The peti- 
tion was referred to the license committee. 

The petition of a Newton Centre resi- 
dent to remove a building fioin Hammond 
street to Brookline uu s referred to the 
license committee. 

Martin Ouinlun petitioned for street 
lunts on Pearl street. Street light com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. Emuliue Krobushcr's communica- 
tion claiming a settlement for damages to 
her pronerty on account of the changing of 
the grade on Chestuut street was referred 
to the highway surveyors. 

M. B. Flanders petitioned for u sewer in 
Langley road. Sewer committee. 

W (’. Gaudelet petitioned for the trans- 
fer of .his sixtli class liquor license from 
Washington street to Ids new store in the 
Masonic building It was voted to proper- 
ly advertise the same. 

A hearing was ordered for Oct. 18 th on 
the telephone company's petition for loca- 
tions on Griffith and Lake avenues. 

A hearing on the same date was ordered 
on the telephone company’s petition to re- 
move poles on Commonwealth avenue. 

The New ton club’s petition to locate a 
boiler on Wuluut place w as presented by 
A Merman Roberts, and a hearing ordered 
for Oct. 18 . 

Annie Jl. Maher asked a settlement of 
her claim for damuges on uccouut of the 
w idening of Washington street. Highway 
committee. 

COMMITTEE REPORT* AN 1 * OR HERS. 

Tim highway committee reported recom- 
mending tiie establishing of a building line 
on Commonwealth avenue, ami further 
recommended it be referred to the commit- 
tee on ordinances w ith a request tliut an 
ordinance governing it be drawn up for Hie 
city council's consideration. 

JL B. Coffin ami others ou a petition for 
an additional bridge at the Centre street 
crossing of the Boston A Albany excava- 
tion, James Allen for the extension and 
improvement of Margin street, and A. W. 


Vose for concrete crossings on Woodward 
street, were granted leave to withdraw on 
recommendation of the highway committee. 

It was voted to construct concrete side- 
walks. erossinps, etc., on the following 
petitions: Of W. J. Johnson and others 
for repair of concrete sidew alks and laying 
of eugestonos on Thornton street; of 
Bridget Ryan, on Eliot street : W. D. Eaton, 
Grasmere' road; of E. Mel.ellan, Centre 
street ; G. Walker, Mont vale road: John 
Adams, Auburn street; A. D. Chitlin, 
Commonwealth avenue and Walnut street ;

For the special committee appointed to 
consider this matter Alderman Dow ns re- 
ported that one unfinished house on Faxon 
street, referred to in the petition of 1 . T. 
Fletcher and others for more stringent 
building ordinances, was tilled with rub- 
bish, poorly constructed, and a source of 
danger in case of tire, as well as a detri- 
ment to the real estate in the vicinity. 

He further reported that other finished 
dwelling houses in the vicinity did not con- 
form to the building ordinances, and should 
be either torn down or repaired, lie finally 
recommended that the city solicitor be in- 
structed to proceed against the owners of 
the property. The report was accepted. 

Alderman White — 1 would like to ask if 
we have an inspector of buildings why we 
have to appoint a special committee to look 
into the matter? 

Alderman Downs— At the time the peti- 
tion came up I went over the buildings 
with Mr. Elder. He thought they would 
comply. I w as not satisfied and went over 
later myself. The conditions then did not 
satisfy me, and for that reason I asked for 
the appointment of the special committee. 

Alderman White— If this is the case 1 
would like to ask what we have an inspec- 
tor of buildings for. If we have to appoint 
a committee to take him over there and 
point out the defects, w e certainly need an 
assistant inspector of buildings. 1 think 
Alderman Downs would be capable. 

Alderman Downs— I am not after the 
job. 

The sewer committee recommended the 
construction of sewers on Manet road, 
Cherry street. Bine Grove avenue and 
Cornell street. 

S.YMO was transferred from the appropri- 
ation for watering streets to the appropria- 
tion for drains and culverts on Lexington 
street. 

It w as voted to appropriate $1300 for the 
deepening of Laundry Brook. 

Hearings were ordered for Get. 25 on the 
petition for sidewalks on Seminary avenue, 
also on Walnut street from Morse to Mill 
street, also for edgestones in front of the 
Flood and Stevens estates on Thornton 
street. 

It was ordered that sewers be construct- 
ed on Cherry street, Manet road and Cor- 
nell street. 

The West End railway Yvas granted use 
of the gas company’s poles on Centre 
street, and the telephone company was 
granted permission to use the gas com- 
pany’s poles on Washington street. 

The Newton Street Railway company 
w as given a franchise for a turnout and re- 
location of tracks on Lexington and River 
streets, West New ton, and the much dis- 
cussed question of track locations on 
Washington and Hall streets was settled 
by granting the Newton Street Railway 
company and the Wellesley & Boston an 
extension of locations into Nonantum 
square throdt'h Washington street. 

It was voted to refer the report of the 
joint special committee, which reported on 
the alleged building nuisance at Nonun- 
tum, to tlie city solicitor with instruction 
to report in Yvriting on the proper method 
of proceednre. 

At 10 o’clock the board affjourned.

Homeopathy in Taxation. 

What labor wants today is a fairer share 
of the wealth it produces. It asks either 
that its nominal money wage shull be high- 
er, or else, what is equivalent, that its po- 
tential wage, the purchasing power of its 
money vvage, shall not be abridged. A 
numerous and respectable class of people 
maintain tliut the trouble with wuges today 
is allopathic taxation, u taxation tliut re- 
duces the money wages on the one hand, 
and reduces its purchasing power on the 
other. Will not labor trouble itself cure- 
fully to examine directly or by delegated 
investigation the foundation for this claim? 

There ure but two kinds of taxes— direct 
taxes uud indirect taxes. Direct taxes ure 
taxes on ground rents, on incomes, and on 
inheritances. All other tuxes are indirect 
taxes. Direct taxes ure paid by those per- 
sons upon whom they are assessed. In- 
direct taxes are never paid by those upon 
whom they ure assessed, (and in proportion 
to their possessions), but always by tlie 
consumer, ami in proportion to his ex- 
penses. 

This you know, everybody knows, but 
you straightway forget. Labor's universal 
muludy is indirect taxation. Not having 
“protection” itself, its wages are brought 
to a minimum by competition. By laws of 
its own inukiug and special privileges of 
its own granting, it taxes itself heavily for 
the protection of everything else, thus 
burning its candle at botli ends. Fifteen 
percent, of tlie earnings of labor— twenty 
per cent, of its expenses— lifty per cent, of 
what otherwise would tie its savings, go in 
tuxes, ami roughly speaking as much more 
goes in ground rents. Being puid in pro- 
portion to tiie expense of living these taxes 
bear from u hundred to a thousand times 
more heavily upon tlie very poor than upon 
the very rich, taking from 4 per cent, of 
the suMngs of tlie rich to 7 * per cent, of tiie 
savings of the poor. 

This is how the rich grow richer, and 
the poor poorer. Is it any secret how tax- 
ation is the accounting causeV Is it any 
wonder thut labor finds itself in a tight 
place, ami where first cun it better look for 
relief than in less discriminating and less 
oppressive taxation ? The Single Taxer as- 
sorts w ithout fear of coiitraditlon tliut his 
plan will bring this desired relief in the 
form of exemption from all this burden ex- 
cept ground rent which will be puid into 
its own pocket, the pocket of tlie communi- 
ty. instead of us now into private pockets. 
By tiiis means ground rent ceases to he a 
tax, except in mere form, but is u market 
priee for a value received. 

The Single Tuxer thinks lie knows thut 
every muu lius an equal right to the use of 
the earth, the child to be born tomorrow us 
truly as the child born today, the man of 
18 U 7 no more than the man of 1 UU 7 . He 
| feels sure that when every muu who is ac- 
corded exclusive possession of u given locu- 
I t ion, or is granted tlie exclusive enjoyment 
1 of any other special privilege above his 
| feiiows, pays to all the market value there- 
I for, there will not be left so much as a 
I tincture of the unjust burden under which 
labor struggles uml reels today. The lirst 
great emolTeut for labor is homeoputliie 
taxation. Will you not call your Daniels 
j to sit in judgment on this grave matter?

Benefits of Annual Elections. 

To the Editor of the Graphic 
1 III this week’s issue or the Graphic you 
print in your editorial (*0111111118 the follow- | 
ing: 

“Can any of tlie opponents of biennial 
elections tell what advantage Massachu- 
setts w ill gain by having an election this 
year? There are 110 new Issues, the pres- ! 
lent state officials will all be renominated 
and re-elected, and there seems Absolutely 
no reason for all the fuss and expense that I 
is Involved.” 

j Without pretending to be able to com- | 
' pletely answer your question, I am enough 
interested in the matter to ask for space to j 
set forth a few reasons why it is to Massa- ! 
chusett s’ advantage that she still eling to 
tin* annual election. 

In tin* lirst place this year's election, if 
it does nothing more, serves as a knock- 
down blow to the argument advanced bv 
the advocates of biennials, “that annual 
elections disturb business,” for no one can 
claim that the present state election has 
any such effect. 

But this Year’s election serves more good 
purposes than the answering of a false 
argument. It has served so far to give the 
people of the state two striking object 
lessons in the methods of the powerful 
lobby that dictates, to a great extent, the 
1 kind of laws that shall he made by our 
legislators. 

In the one Instance, that of Mr. George 
of Haverhill, we find the people victorious, 
in tlie other instance, that of Senator 
Bliley of Arlington, we find an honest, 
competent man driven out of the contest 
by the power of the West End lobby, 
Yvhich he had tlie courage to oppose. 

, Mr. George dared to fight legislation de- 
sired by tin* great insurance interests, and 
these interests through their political 
agents tried to bring about his defeat for 1 
reman (nation ami re-election, but the 
people of Haverhill had their eyes opened | 
to what was being attempted and Mr. ; 
George has been renominated. Whether 
tin* Insurance interests can defeat him at ; 
the polls is something that remains to be : 
j seen. 

Senator Bailey was less fortunate. In 1 
last winter’s Senate he antagonized the de- I 
mauds of tlie elevated and West End lob- 
byists and tools. All sorts of pressure was 
bi ought to bear to induce him to desist but 
I be persisted. In spite of him the Legisla- 
ture gave the road more than should have 
I been given and gave to the rights of the 
! people less protection than should have 
been given, and Gov. Wolcott signed the 
bill. Not content with having secured the 
legislation desired, the West End, looking 
upon Mr. Bailey as a dangerous man, set 
about to secure his defeat for renominntion 
and succeeded. 

Now here are two actual and striking ob- 
ject lessons of what lobbyists try to do and 
succeed in doing. They evidence a condi- 
tion of things that ought not to be toler- 
ated. They furnish the text for a strictly 
slate issue. They furnish proof positive 
that the lobby issue is still existunt. They 
prove a condition that demands discussion 
ami action. If the newspapers and politi- 
cal speakers of the state are too indifferent, 
too ignorant, or too cowardly to discuss the 
question it is not the fault of annual elec- 
tions, but the shame of the men who con- 
trol tlie papers ami the men who make the 
speeches. 

You say there are “no new issuess.” 
Perhaps not, but it is pertinent to call at- 
tention to t ie fact that Gov. Brackett, who 
was as clean, as honorable, and as able a 
governor as Gov. Wolcott, was defeated for 
having signed a bill passed through the ef 
forts of no worse a lobby than that which 
secured the passage of the elevated bill. 

You say, "the present state officials will 
all be renoniina'ed and re-elected.” True, 
but the question is should they be re-elect- 
ed? Tlie candidates of the Democratic 
National party stand on a better platform 
than do tlie candidates of the Republican 
party and man for man they are as worthy 
and as honest. Of the men who vote for 
Gov. Wolcott a large number will do so be- 
cause lie is the Republican candidate, and 
another large number will vote for him be- 
cause lie has made an honorable record ac- 
cording to his lights and because they like 
the man. But why vote for a man because 
one likes him? Why not pay some atten- 
tion to serious issues uml vote to advance 
the interests of tlie state rather than to 
compliment a pleasant gentleman? 

If the present election serves no other 
purposes than to help the Gold Democracy 
to present its claims and to strengthen its 
ranks and to awaken even the smallest 
part of the people to the fact that there are 
really state issues that sooner or later must 
be met and decided, it will be a gain and an 
advantage to the state. 

Finally a few words in regard to annual 
and biennial elections generally. I f annual 
elections hep In tlie least to increase an 
interest in political affairs and to keep 
state issues more persistently before tlie 
people why do away with them? Can it 
• e honestly said that we elect any worse 
men to office at annual elections than wc 
would at biennial elections? Would we 
elect any better men to office if we elected 
once in two years instead of every year? 
Unless the answer tc both these last two 
questions is a positive and incontrovertible 
“yes,” why advocate a change from animal 
to biennial elections? John Cutler.

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MASONIC BUILDING DEDICATED. 


GRAND MA8TKR HUTCHINSON AND 1IT8 |

In accordance with tho Impressive Ma- j 
sonic ritual, tho now Masonio building at i 
Newtonville was formally dedicated Wed- i 
nesday evening by Most Worshipful j 
Charles C. Hutohlnsou, grand master of 
Marions in Massachusetts, assisted by the , 
officers of the grand lodge. It was one of , 
the most brilliant Masonic gatherings ever ! 
held in Newton. 

The building, which is located on the 
corner of Newtonville avenue and Walnut 
street, Newtonville, was described in the 
Graphic last week. It is one of tho mo 8* 
elaborate and finely appointed Masonic 
temples in the state. 

The dedication ceremonies were strictly 
Masonic, only members of the order being 
admitted. Even with this limitation, the 
spacious apartments were crowded with 
prominent Masons from Huston and other 
parts of the state, as well ns the members 
of Dalhousie lodge, Newton Royal Arch 
Chapter and Getlisemnne Commandery. 
Altogether, more than GOO were present at 
the dedication. 

The members of the local fraternity, by 
whom the building was erected, turned out 
to the number of .’UK) or more, and the 
grand lodge, the grand commandery, the 
grand chapter of Massachusetts and the 
pastnmsters’ association of tho fifth Ma- 
sonic district, as well as every bulge of 
Masons in the fifth district, were repre- 
sented. 

At 7 tho members of Dalhousie lodge 
met in the old hall on Washington street, 
Newtonville, ami took a last look at the 
familar departments, which have been the 
home of the organization for so many 
years. Half an hour later a procession 
was formed, and under the escort of a 
platoon of police the lodge marched to the 
splendid new hall on Walnut street, which 
it will henceforth make its homo. 

The members of the grand lodge and the 
invited guests had already assembled in 
the Masonic hall, and the Masonic services 
were at once begun. 

The grnd lodge was organized with the 
following officers: Most worshipful grand 
master, Charles C. Hutchinson of Lowell; 
deputy grand master, Arthur G. Pollard of 
Lowell ; senior grand warden, Edward F. 
Smith of Boston ; junior grand warden, 
Joseph II. Gleason of Somerville; grand 
treasurer, John Carr of Roxburv; record- 
ing grand secretary, Sereno 1). Nickerson 
of Cambridge; district deputy grand mas- 
ters, lirst district, George E. Henry of 
Brookline; district 2, Henry S. Howe of 
Boston ; district;!, Henry Sparin of Revere; 
district 4, Albert N. Blodgett, M. I)., of 
Boston ; district 5, Frank K. Porter of Wal- 
tham ; district 0, John E. Parry of Somer- 
ville; district 7, George E. White of Sand- 
wich; grand chaplain, the Rev. Charles A. 
Skinner of North Cambridge; grand marsh- 
al, Henry K. Dunton of Brookline; grand 
marshal, Frank W. Kuan of Somerville; 
senior grand deacon, Albert L, Harwood of 
Newton ; junior grand deacon, Eugene C. 
Upton of Malden; senior grand steward, 
Walworth O. Barbour of Cambridge; 
junior grand steward, John A. McKim of 
Boston ; grand pursuivant, Leonard W. 
Ross of Brighton ; grand tyler, George W. 
Chester of Boston. 

There were also present Past Grand Mas- 
ter Edwin B. Holmes of Brookline, Past 
Grand Wardens Frank T. Dwinnell of 
Brookline, Henry G. Fay of Boston, Thomas 
W Davis of Belmont, William II. II. Soule 
of Boston, George W. Storer of Arlington, 
Henry G. Jordan of Boston and Henry J. 
Mills of Saugus, and Worshipful Master 
Abraham Bylield of Winslow' Lewis lodge 
of Boston. 

After the opening ceremonies the grand 
master was waited upon by a committee of 
Dalhousie lodge, and requested to dedicate 
the new apartments in accordance with the 
ancient usuages of the craft. The usual 
procession was formed in the following 
order: Committee of Dalhousie lodge, 
grand marshal, grand tyler, stewards, 
architest, bearing square, level and plumb, 
grand secretary and grand treasurer, grand 
chaplain, bearing the three great lights; 
junior grand warden, bearing a golden 
vessel of corn and a burning taper of blue 
wax ; senior grand ward-n, bearing a silver 
cup of wine and a burning taper of red 
wax; deputy grand master, bearing a silver 
cup of oil and a burning taper of white 
wax; most worshipful grand master, grand 
deacons, grand sword bearer. 

As the procession entered the hall, the 
usual proclamation was made by the grand 
murshul. The procession passed around 
the carpet, which had been previously 
placed in position by t lie grand tyler, and 
the vessels of corn, wine and oil and the 
burning tapers were respectively deposited 
upon the carpet at the south, west and east, 
and the three great lights were placed on 
the altar. The grand master w'ns then in 
traduced to Worshipful Master Winfield 
Slocum of Dalhousie lodge by Worshipful 
Bro. George F. Whitmore, and alter the 
usual oourtedes, tho grand master and 
other grand officers assumed their stations. 

A brief introductory address was made 
by Worshipful Bro. Albert L. Harwood, 
lie said the occasion was one of great im- 
portance to tlie Masonic fraternity of New- 
ton. For a long time the brethren have 
looked forward to the occupancy of a 
building built by and under the control of 
Masons. 

Masonry in Newton dates back to DM), 
when by dispensation began its history. 
The history of these years cannot he told 
by a few dates or names. The history of 
Freemasonry is deeper, and lives in the 
characters of individuals. These deeper 
things of tlie soul cannot be depicted. 

During all these years the utmost har- 
mony has prevailed, ami has made possible 
this great work, now brought to successful 
consummation. This hurmouy is as pro- 
nounced in the chapter and commandery as 
in Dalhousie lodge. May this harmony, 
this friendship, this brotherly love long 
continue. 

Dalhousie lodge was instituted in 1K<>0 
with 24i charier members, of whom five are 
still living. Tho present membership is 
:nt>. The chapter was instituted in infill, 
and Gelhsumaue commandery in 1*71. 

The dedicatory hymn, “Ilurk ! Hark! to 
the Voices,” was sung by tiie Dalhousie 
uuurtet. augmented by 12 voices, ami was 
followed by prayer by Grand Chapluiu 
Skinner. 

These formal exercises being concluded 
the architect briefly addressed the grand 
muster, calling attention to the fact that 
the edifice was completed, uud surrendered 
tlie implements committed to his cure. 
These were tho square, level and plumb, 
which were by tlie grand murshul present- 
ed to tlie grund master, and were by his 
order in turn presented to the deputy grand 
master und grand wardens. 

The worshipful master then addressed 
the grund mubter on behalf of Dulhousie 
lodge, and requested t hut the new apart- 
ments be dedicated ugrceubly to ancient 
form. 

Tlie grand master responded suitably, 
and ordered that tlie usual exam illation of 
the new building be made. Upon favorable 
report, the grand master commended the 
architect for bis work uud pronounced tlie 
edifice one Unit will continue a lasting 
monument of the taste, spirit uud liberality 
of its founders. 

Tlie deputy grund muster then spoke foi 
tlie craft, ami requested that tlie apart- 
ments he dedicated according to ancient 
form and usage. 

The carpet was uncovered by the grand 
tyler, und the procession of grund officers 
formed und proceeded to their respective 
stations around tlie carpet. Tho grund 
chaplain offered the prayer of dedication, 
which \xus> responded toby tlie grund mus- 


ter and brethren. Tho hall was then dedi- 
cated to Freemasonry by the pouring of 
corn upon the carpet; to virtue by the 
pouring on of wine, and to universal be- 
nevolence by tlie pouring on of oil. 

.Suitable passages of scripture, read by 
the grand chaplain, were Interspersed with 
tlie ceremonies, ;i u<l appropriate selections 
were sung by the quartet. At tho close of 
these ceremonies the grand chaplain coni- 
Dieted the dedicatory prayer. I'he grand 
tyler then covered tlie carpet, and the 
grand chaplain read the usual invocation. 
Tho procession was re-formed, ami tlie 
grand officers returned to their respective 
stations. Tho usual proclamation was 
made by the grand marshal, after which ' 
the grand master delivered a congratulatory 
address. 

He congratulated the fraternity upon the 
successful event, and then said, in sub- 
stance: 

These occasions are very rare, where so 
much thought and care and expense have 
been expended for the benefit of the fra- 
ternity. This beautiful edifice will be a 
source of pride to the Masons of Newton, 
and the grand officers are glad to assist in 
its dedication. Here the enduring princi- 
ples of Freemasonry shall find a beautiful 
and lasting exemplification. Tne influences 
that shall emanate from this place will be 
of lasting benefit to the fraternity. Free- 
masonry appeals to men in their highest 
hopes and aspirations, and is a recognition 
of that fraternal feeling which unites all 
men in common bonds. Masonry teaches 
men to build a temple of character which 
shall far excel that erected by King Solo- 
mon. 

Ho closed with the best wishes of tlie 
grand officers for the unity, happiness and 
prosperity of the fraternity. 

After tlie grand master’s address the 
closing hymn was sung by the quartet, and 
the benediction was prouounced by Grand 
Chaplain Skinner. The procession was 
then re-formed, and tlie grand officers es- 
corted to the Sodality ball, where the 
grand lodge was closed in due form. 

Tho dedicatory exercises and tlie inspec- 
tion of the building being completed, the 
company adjourned to the large temple nail, 
where a banquet was served. More than 
4<H> members of the Newton lodge, repre- 
sentatives of the grand lodge, the grand 
chapter, the grand commandery, city offi- 
cials and prominent Masons from all parts 
of the state, sat down at the brilliantly il- 
luminated and decorated tables. 

After the material wants of the company 
had been amply provided for, Worshipful 
Master George 1*. Whitemore called the 
company to order, and in behalf of Dul- 
housie lodge and its allied organizations 
bade tho guests of the evening a hearty 
welcome. He referred briefly to the efforts 
of the Newton Masons to secure a home of 
their own, and the success with which 
they lmd been crowned at Inst. In con- 
clusion he introduced the toastmaster of 
the evening, Hon. Albert L. Harwood.

GOLF AT NEWTON CENTRE. 

TWO MATCHES ON THE INSTITUTION 

LINKS SATURDAY -RRACINO WEATHER 

RRINOS OUT LOVERS OF THE OAME— 

DESCRIPTION OF THE Oil A KM1NO PLAY- 
ING GROUND. 

It 1r evident from last Saturday’s pro- 
ceedings that tho village of Newton Centro 
Is just as seriously alii luted with tho golf 
mania as Manchester, Lenox, Chicago or 
any other country town in the United 
States. Never was that lovely suburb of 
Greater Boston in better humor, and the 
gathering was because of the monthly 
handicap tournament of the Newton Centre 
Golf Club, an arrangment by Mr. Green, 
captain of the green, which permits of new 
members, that is to say, novices, coming 
into active competition with the better play, 
ers, and for this reason the appended 
scores will be an interesting study for all 
amateur golfers in this vicinity. 

The day’s program was divided Into 
parts. In Up forenoon the caddies played 
nine holes, each lad at scratch, and this 
contest was won by Richard Calnan, who 
made it in 00 strokes, with Arthur Muldoon 
second, in 08. Tho afternoon was given 
over to members and their invited guests, 
and meanwhile refreshments were served 
by Mrs. Luring Brooks and Miss March in 
the pretty clubhouse that stands under 
trees over by Langley road. It may he said 
right here of these different players, good 
ones as well as “duffers,” that they entered 
into the game free from all that serious 
solemnity which mars a fellow’s pleasure 
on certain grounds in New England, and it 
was even easy for an outsider, not a golfer, 
to enjoy the exhilarating sport while fol- 
lowing this or that couple around the 
course, 

The course is characterized by its eleva- 
tion above the surrounding country, and on 
flic whole there is perhaps not a more pic- 
turesque one elsewhere in the United 
States. All the hills in Newton city are 
quite high above Boston, and those “at the 
Centre” are as lofty as any in .our suburbs. 
The course of nine holes covers a consider- 
able part of Institution Hill, so called be- 
cause of the Baptist Theological Seminary 
that tops its summit, and one has to walk 
some distance up the slope to reach the tee 
for No. l. From No. 4. commonly known 
as “Tombs”— there are gravestones hard 
by this green— a line view is hud all over 
the country to the south and southwest as 
faraway as the Blue Hills, and this splen- 
did scenery cheers the player on us good 
news exhilarates the mind. 

But the grandest landscape of all is risi- 
ble when the golfers are on their way over 
“Jumbo” (4(H» yards). The first drive on 
this link usually carries the ball well up 
the knoll toward a bunker wall that 
stretches across the grounds from the club- 
house to tlie college. This takes the player 
well up on the broad hill, and he would be 
no admirer of nature who did not pause for 
a brief while to look on a view which is in- 
comparable. A land of tree-topped hillocks 
and house-dotted roadways is visible as far 
as eyes can reach, and for many miles the 
scene is extremely picturesque.

ON THE GRIDIRON SATURDAY — NEW TO N 
CLl’R A. A DEFEATED THE HUSTON 
UNIVERSITY— GARDEN CITY’S WHITE- 
WASH THE CIIAHLESOATES— NEWTON 
HIGH LOSES AT SOUT1IHOHO. 

Boston university made a hard fight in 
the first half of lust Saturday’s game with 
Newton club A. A., but in the second 
half Jack Corbett's team had everything 
its own way and won 24 to 4. 

Newton presented a stronger game than 
a week ago, but the defence is still weak at 
tackles, where all of tho Boston team's 
gains were made. When Newton had the 
ball, however, every position was worked 
for fair gains, end plays netting by far 
the most ground. 

Boston university had a heavy center, 
and tlie immense guards made themselves 
felt in tlie pluys through tiie line.

ONE HOARD CITY COUNCIL. 


The people of both Boston und Newton ; 
nre to vote at the state election next month j 
up ■ the acceptance of legislative acts con- 
solidating the board of aldermen and the J 
common council in each city. This trend 
toward a single board in municipal govern- 
ment is a marked one, and with the excep- 
tion of the charter of (beater New York , 
we believe all the recent charters contain I 
this provision. In our own state for some 
years Waltham and Quincy have been under j 
a one board government. North Adams has [ 
recently organized itself into a city under 
the same plan. 

While this one board government is not, 
therefore, an innovation, it has not been 
the general form of municipal administra- 
tion in this country. In Europe, however* 
and chiefly in Great Britain, a single 
chamber has been the accepted form, and 
nowhere in the world has such a near ap- 
proach been made to ideal municipal man- 
agement as in many of the cities of Great 
Britain, notably Glasgow, Birmingham, 
Edinburgh, Liverpool, etc. 

There is no valid reason why American 
cities should be cumbered with a system of 
government which, in the very nature of 
things, never was adapted to municipal 
affairs. In a recent address the Hon. Chas. 
Francis Adams has shown how the one 
board city government is the natural out- 
growth of the New England town meet- 
ing. He says: 

The reason why the legislative depart- 
ment is the weak side of the American 
municipal machine as now usually consti- 
tuted becomes, too, apparent when one con- 
siders lie principles on which that machine 
has been built up. And in the first place, 
wo have firmly to grasp the fact that our 
municipalities are political business cor- 
porations, they are not states or body poli- 
tics; they are mere organizations to carry 
on certain work which experience has 
shown must be done through communal 
machinery, and this work can only be 
properly done when it is done on accepted 
business principles. Our whole system 
here in Massachusetts was founded on this 
principle. Originally what is now the com- 
monwealth was a laud compun\. managed 
by a body of stockholders acting under a 
charter ; and those stockholders assembled 
periodically in generul court, as it was 
called, or stockholders' meetings, as we 
know them. In like manner our towns— 
“plantations,” as they were first termed— 
were land companies, having their general 
courts, which subsequently became town 
meetings; and in those courts, or town 
meetings, the stoekholderscho.se a board of 
directors, or executive committee, who a 
little later mi, were known as selectmen. 
Presently some of the towns became so 
large in population that the stockholders, 
or voters, as they then were, could no long- 
er ussemble in general court, and when this 
time wiiiie, most unfortunately for us, in- 
stead of developing on the original lines, 
and, in the case of our cities as in that of 
other business corporations, providing for 
tin* election of a hoard of directors from 
the whole number of voters to conduct the 
business of the municipality, the law-mak- 
ers became possessed with an idea that a 
city government must in some w ay resem- 
ble u national government; and so they 
tried to turn the business corporation into 
a little body politic, with its cheeks und its 
balances, its dual legislative chambers and 
its petty representative Ulsiricts, called 
warns. 

There is u latent feur that under a single 
board legislation would be busty and ill- 
considered, and that frequently this is pre- 
vented by the cheek exercised in u two 
bourd government of one chamber upon 
the other. The fallacy of this view is 
known to all who have served at city hall, 
and must be apparent to all intelligent per- 
sons, when it is known that it is almost uu 
every day occurrence for orders entailing 
thousands of dollars of expenditure to be 
in-lie*! through both brunches in Newton 
and elsewhere, within u fraction of uu hour, 
under suspension of the rules. The check 


rangement after the first year w ill be the 
election at large of 7 aldermen for the 
term of two years, one from a ward, and of 
7 aldermen, one from a ward, by the In- 
dividual ward. So that it always will be 
in the power of the people to change 1-1 out j 
of the ‘21 aldermen, thus giving n vote on 
any issue sufficient to override the veto j 
power, and yet there will hold over 7 men, 
or one-third of the body, who will act as a 
conservative and experienced force. 

There are these whose only fear of a one \ 
board system is the danger of a legislative 
stampede. But see how splendidly this Is : 
prevented In the new charter. Section 11 
reads, “any ordinance, order or resolution 
of the board of aldermen limy he passed ; 
through all its stages of legislation at one ! 
session, provided no member of said bourd 
objects thereto; but if one or more mem- j 
bers object the measure shall bo postponed 
for that meeting; and if when it is next , 
brought up five or more members object to 
its passage at that meeting a second post- 
ponement of at least one week shall take . 
place.”

General Court. How infinitely more safe 1 
than the present safeguard (?) of two bodies 
with a provision in their rules intended to j 
prevent railroading matters through, which 
provision can be and constantly Is made J 
null by the votes of the bodies themselves. ; 


A Correspondent in another column ! 
defends annual elections, ami instances ; 
the cases of Senator Bailey of Arlington, j 
who was defeated for reeleetion because 
he dared to oppose West End street rail- j 
way schemes, and Senator George of 
Haverhill, who was opposed by the insur- I 
mice lobby but who was renominated in 
spite of it. These two cases show of ; 
course the power of the lobby and how 
dungerous it is for Senators or Represen- 
tatives to oppose West End schemes, but 
if we hud had biennial elections, both men 
would have been able to continue their 
good work another year, without fear of 
the lobbyists. As we elect men now prac- 
tically for two year terms, if this was 
done by one election, the men would be 
able to be more independent, and could dis- 
regard the threats of the lobbyists, whose 
schemes they opposed. Perhaps, too, we 
should then find a dozen or more men who 
would dare to stand up for the interests of 
the people, instead of only one or two, ns 
the case seems to be under our present 
policy of annual elections. Electing men 
for twm years, and making them ineligible 
for a reelection, would make it much more 
difficult for the corporations to control our 
state Senate, as then they would have to '• 
buy the Senators outright, instead of as 
now merely threaten to defeat them. But 
: it is certainly curious thut among ull our 
state senators, only two incurred the en- 
mity of the lobbyists. Were all the others 
’ ready to do as they were ordered?

The spectator smiles at the Inscription, 
hut there is a shudder underneath the 
smile. "1, too, shall some day bo forgotten. 
1, tool” he s: ys and hurries on. But yet 
in his heart he hopes It will not lie wholly 
so with him. 

A genial poet, Frederick Locker, who 
died not long ago in England, 6ald once, 
with a pathetic attempt to jnko- 

"When I am gone, surely it will not he 
with me ns with other men? Somebody 
will remember. Some of you will wish 
mo back again. Piccadilly will not be 
quite so crowded when I am not there." 

Ho was right In a degree. Ills thoughts 
are not dead, though his body is. Even 
his pitiful appeal, written on tills page to- 
day is a word from a live soul to living 
souls, who nnswor It again.

LEAF CUTTING BEES. 

Honey Gatherer* That Snip Pieces From 
the Koho Leaves. 

"Some Common Bees and How They 
Live,” by A. Hyatt Verrill, is an artieio 
that appears in St. Nicholas. Mr. Verrill 
says: 

Perhaps some of my renders may have 
noticed on their rosebushes a number of 
loaves In which neat round or oblong boles 
were cut. This is the work of tlie leaf 
cutting bee, a pretty little Insect looking 
much like the common honeybee, hut 
with stout orange red legs and metallic 
green reflections a bout thu head. Although 
the mutilated leaves are all too common, 
thu nest for which they are sacrificed is 
seldom seen, for this littlu bee Is a carpen- 
ter as well as a leaf cutter and hides her 
home away deep in the heart of some old 
post or board. The hole is much liko ti. ft 
of her busy relative, the carpenter I 
but smaller, and, instead of forming a t : 
nol at right angles to the entrance, pene- 
trates directly Into the wood. 

When the hole is drilled to her satisfac- 
tion, our little friend stops carpenter work, 
and. flying to the nearest rosebush, selects 
a tender, perfect leaf. From this she cut i 
oblong pieces, which are carried to tb. 
nest and formed Into a thimble shap'd 
tube at its bottom. Tills tube is next filh d 
with pollen and honey, on which a tiny 
egg is placed. Another trip is taken to 
the rosebush; and this time perfectly cir- 
cular pieces a trille larger than thu diam- 
eter of thetuboare cut. These tho little 
worker forces into the upper end of tlie 
tube, forming a tightly fitting stopper. 
These operations are repeated until the 
hole is filled with tubes, one above anoth- 
er. Tho lowest eggs hatch first, and each 
young lice waits for tho one beyond to go 
forth, in the same manner us the young 
of tho largo carpenter hoc. 


Cats With Knotted Tails. 

The following is from the narrative of a 
voyager lu the Indian ocean- 

"The steward Is again pillowed on his 
beloved salt fish, and our only companion 
is a Malacca cat. which has also an attach- 
ment for tho steward’s pillow. Puss is a 
tamo little creature and comes rubbing 
herself mildly against our shoes, looking 
up Into our faces and mewing her 
thoughts. Doubtless she is surprised that 
you have been so long looking at her with- 
out noticing the peculiarity of her tail, 
which so mui h distinguishes her from her 
mates in other quarters of the globe. 
Take her up in your lap and see for your- 
self Did you ever observe such a singular 
knot? So regular, too, in its formation, 
und she has outlived both thu pain and in- 
convenience. But here comes her kitten, 
ull full of gambols and fun, and we find 
that her tail is In precisely the same con- 
dition. So, then, this is a remarkable 
feature among the whole race of Malayan 
cats, but no one seems able to give u satis- 
factory explanation of it."

When the Republican administration 
came into power, Mar.4, 1SSXJ, the question of 
granting free delivery from three otfices to 
the city of Newton had been before the 
national postoffice department a year. The 
friends of this scheme of having one office 
at Newton corner, one at Newton Centre, 
and one at West Newton, (with absolutely 
no mail facilities except mail boxes and 
carriers in the other villages) crowded into 
the postoffice department and tried to 
press their claim to a favorable decision. 
But the First Assistant Post Master Gen- 
eral, like his predecessor, refused to enter- 
tain for a moment such a proposition. He 
said he would grant one postoffice and but 
one with sub-stations wherever efficient 
service, demanded, ami asked the member 
of Congress representing the District, to 
say where that postolfioe should be located. 
Mr. Sprague told him frankly that he knew 
as little about Newton as did the First As- 
sistant himself. The First Assistant Post- 
Master General, lion. Perry S. Heath, is a 
clear-headed, conscientious, patriotic citi- 
zen, who realizes to the full his responsi- 
bilities, as standing “next to the head” of 
a great, expensive administrative depart- 
ment of government. And he wanted to 
know two things; first, in behalf of the 
citizens of Newton, where the postoffice 
should be located to be nearest the centre 
of population and most easily accessible 
from every part of the city; and, second, 
in behalf of the government, where the 
office should be located to serve the great- 
est amount of territory in the shortest 
time at the smallest expense. What fol- 
lowed is more or less familiar to the public. 
Free delivery has been forced upon the 
people on terms which they are loth to ac- 
cept. The “central” postotfice of Newton 
is seven miles from the City Hall. All i lie 
city buildings of Newton ure on the main 
line of railroad, The postoftice of the city 
is on a branch ’ine with no through trains 
in any direction. Over twenty thousand 
of Newton’s population (if twenty-eight 
thousand lives on the main line of the rail- 
road. All their registered letters, how- 
ever important, have to go “around the 
circuit” on trains that stop at everj station, 
betaken off and receipted, for at Newton 
Centre, be sent on a later train to Boston, 
and on another still later train, they pass 
over the main line again on the way to 
their destination. There is not a single 
second-class office in u distance of seven- 
teen miles west of Boston on tiie main line 
of the B. A: A. railroad. Enough! 

The voters of Newton ure freemen, not 
curs, that lick the hand that strikes them.

The report of the board of health for 
September gives a total of 35 deaths during 
the month, of which !» were of persons 
over 70, and 14 of children under one year. 

Measles have disappeared, no cases at 
present existing in Newton. Ten cases of 
typhoid fever were reported during the 
month ; two cases of scarlet fever and three 
cases of diphtheria. 

Newton may be considered an unusually 
healthy city, tiie typhoid fever cases being 
tiie only ones numerous enougli to deserve 
special mention, and there is always more 
or less of this disease, after people have 
come home from unsanitary summer re- 
sorts.

SINGLE TAX.

DAY EVENING - qt’ESTlOSiS AND OIWKC* ' 

TIONS BROUGHT OUT AT LAST MEET- 
ING CONSIDERED. 

'Pile third meeting this season of tho 
Newton Single Tax Class and Club was 
held at 230 Bellevue street last Monday 
evening and was well attended, ns usual. 
Mr. J. P. Willis was elected treasurer of 
the club and Mr. C. K. Thrasher was elect- 
ed a member of the committee on Topical 
Study. 

An answer to the suggestions made at 
previous meeting that the values of the 
products of labor are at least in part as 
truly a social value as is Hie vnluo of land, 
was offered as follows: The Single 'Pax 
holds these values to bo clearly and dis- 
tinctly different. Lund does not owe its 
value to the cost of production, but to tho 
demands of the community. Boots and 
shoes do not owe their value to the de- 
mamls of the community but to tho cost of 
production. The out of fashion or old 
style article eannot be said in any general 
way to fix tiie market value of boots and 
slioes. Lund exists whether society exists 
or not. Roots and shoes do not exist until 
society demands them. While social de- 
mand is tiie sole cause of land values it 
adds nothing to the value of boots and 
slioes, which is simply tin* cost of produc- 
tion. The demand for boots and slioes 
might increase a thousand fold w ithout in- 
creasing their value one cent. If the de- 
mand for them became as urgent as tiie de- 
mand for the vital air they would have no 
more commercial or exchange value than 
the air has, if, like the air they could 
be had for nothing. It is the cost of pro- 
duction alone and not society at all, which 
gives boots and shoes their value. It is 
also true that instead of society giving add- 
ed value to boots and slioes by the demand 
it creates for them, society actually dimin- 
ishes their value. They have become 
cheaper and cheaper as the demands of 
society for them have increased, owing to 
the reduced cost of an increased produc- 
tion. If only one man lived on the earth 
laud would huve no exolmnce value what- 
ever, hut boots and shoes would possess a 
hundred times more value than they have 
now. It would take this oue man several 
w eek’s work to produce one pair of boots, 
whereas one week’s work of one man will 
now supply scores of men with all the 
boots they require. Society increases tiie 
exchange value ot land, but decreases the 
exchange value of boots and shoes. Land 
becomes dearer as demand increases, but 
boots and shoes become cheaper as demand 
increases. 

To tiie objection of “confiscation,” our 
answer again is: The present system is 
the “confiscation,” the subversion of the 
natural rights of the many for the benefit 
of tiie few. Instead of confiscation tiie 
“Singe Tax” is, as called in Scotland, land 
restoration. It is not confiscation any 
more than is all present taxation. It will 
reduce the market value of pure ground 
rent; tliut is, of vacant land or of unoccu- 
pied land apart from improvements, bv tiie 
amount of the added rate, but our prime 
contention is that the land “belongs in usu- 
fruct to the living” of all generations, tiie 
only valid title being occupancy and use, i 
and that no man not using land himself 1 
has a right to stand between the only land- 
lord, the Creator himself, and his life 
tenant, who must have use of the land or 
die. 

The land belongs to all. Tiie land itself 
cannot be divided. Ground rent, its annual 
social value, can be divided. Tiie Single 
Tax will do it. To those who are users or 
improvers of land it rather adds than sub- 
tracts from tiie value of their holdings. 

If an added tax is confiscation, then an 
added exemption must be compensation. 
Generally speaking, improvements and per- 
sonalty taken together are approximately 
equal to ground rent. As a whole, then if 
an added tax upon the value of the land is 
confiscation, an exemption from tiie same 
tax upon an equal amount of improve- 
ments and personalty is as literally, and 
exactly and justly compensation, and tiie 
public is no loser by the change.

Suppose, for illustration, four lots _ , 

of equal value, side by side, each worth 
Slooo, and each having a separate owner. 
Suppose lot No. 1 is vacant, lot No. 2 lias 
upon it $1000 worth of house. No. :$ has 
$ 2 ooo worth of house, and lot No. 4 $:to<io 
worth of house. Let us agree that ground 
rent averages 4 1-2 per cent. Let us agree 
that the average rate of taxation is about 
1 1-2 per cent, or 1-3 of 4 1-2 per cent., the 
whole ground rent. .Suppose the Single 
Tax goes into operation, houses are ex- 
empted, und the rate on the land values, or 
ground rent is doubled. How does each 
owner stand affected? No. 1 , vacant: The 
owner, who is today taxed 1 1-2 per cent, or 
1-3 of his ground rent, (without a thought 
of confiscation), is taxed 3 per cent., (an- 
other l 1-2 per cent.,) or has taken from him 
“confiscated.” as you may say, another 
third of a steadily increasing public value, 
of which he makes no use. 

No. 2 , $looo home: Tiie owner has 
taken from him, as above, another third of 
his $looo worth of laud, but is compensated 
by tiie exemption of l-.'i the annual value of 
his Slooo worth of house, an even exchange 
und no robbery. 

Nc. 3, $2000 house: The owner, (like 
No. 1 and No. 2 ), lias taken from him by 
the added tax oue-thirdof his Slooo of laud 
or $333 1-3, and has, just us literally, given 
to him $000 2-3 of house. 

No. 4, $3000 house: The owner, like tiie 
others, loses, as you say, one-third of his 
land value, and is compensated by the ex- 
emption of $:«MM)at l 1-2 per cent., which 
capitalized, is equal to $looo; that is, for 
every $333 l 2 confiscation there is $1000 
compensation, or threw dollars for one. 

Is any system of bookkeeping worthy of 
its name that charges confiscation upon one 
side (.f the account and fails to credit com- 
pensation on tiie other?

ING-OVER JUKI MEMBERS AND GUESTS 
PRESENT. 


The cruditablo work this summer of tlio 
old hand-tub Nonantum gave tlio Votoran 
Firemen every reason for rejoicing Wed- 
nesday evening. And fittingly did they 
observe this occasion, which marks so im- 
portant an epoch in the history of that or- 
ganization. The jollification at West New- 
ton, like the work of the “vets” at the dif- 
ferent musters, was a complete success. 

The red-jackets and their friends wero 
out In force, to properly celebrate these 
victories, which have won them a lending 
plnco among the hand tubs of New Eng- 
land.

ALMOST KILLED. 

Mils. KATE SEERY THE VICTIM OF A TE II- 

HIBI.E A SNA I ' I.T— 11 1 .It 11 rail AND LOCKED 

Ul\ CHARGED WITH THE OFFENCE. 

Mrs. Kate Seery, 55 years old, was the 
victim of a terrible assault Tuesday morn- 
ing. Her wounds were so serious that for 
a time it was feared she would not live. 
Her husband, James Seery, who is fifteen 
years her senior, is looked up at police 
headquarters charged with assault with in- 
tend to kill. 

On ids arrival at police headquarters he 
was placed in cell No. |, and a few minutes 
later Patrolman Harrison, on making his 
customary visit to the cell room, discov- 
ered his apparently lifeless body suspen- 
ded from the cell door by his suspenders. 
Without waiting to unlock the door he 
broke the suspenders and released the 
body, by his promptness probably saving 
the man’s life. 

A little later he became more communi- 
cative, and declared his innocence of any 
complicity in the assault on his wife. He 
had been, he said, to Newton, and on his 
return with a bottle of whisky found two 
men in his wife's room. They took li is 
whisky from him, he says, pushed him 
from tlie room, striking him repeatedly, 
and after robbing him of $:U)0, which ho 
lmd just taken from the bank to discharge 
a mortgage, carried him from the house 
and tliri w him into the brook. He did not 
know of the assault on his wife until she 
was being carried away in the ambulance, 
but supposed that she was Beaten by the 
two men and then robbed. He does not 
know who these men are. 

This story is not believed by tlie police, 
as no one eau be found who saw any strange 
men in the vicinity that noon. 

Tuesday evening Sergt. II nestis saw the 
woman at the Newton Hospital, where she 
repeated the statement that her husband 
was the assailant. Seery was brought be- 
fore Judge Kennedy in court Wednesday 
and held in $1(K)0.

PRINTERS’ MISTAKES. 

IMPERFECTLY WRITTEN COPY USUAL- 
LY CAUSES THE ERRORS. 


Compositor* and Proofreader* Are Not Alt 
Yankee* nt UniMwItiR Some Curlon* nml 
Vexing lllundcr* Mrnli) In Hooks Mini 
Newspaper*. 

Of the making of books there is no end; 
of Ftimo there should have hern no begin 
tiitig Hut i side from that elass many a 
hook that was lntomled to Ih* faultless by 
its author hns issued from tho press with 
glaring blemishes. He reads with amaze- 
ment In the printed copy statements which 
he had never formed nml Ideas which ho 
had never conceived. Since tho days of 
Adam man lias laid faults at sumo other 
person's door. The bookmaker recalls In 
bis mind the various persons through 
whose bunds his manuscript has passed, 
nml ns they stand before the h:ir of judg 
inetit — Ids judgment of course — ho roads 
them n severe lecture. Who is to tdamo* 
Was it tho typesetter or tho proofreader or 
that denizen of tho inky office — the print- 
er's devil? Looking upon the thwarted at- 
tempts at perfection, lie believes it to bo 
decidedly impish 

Preserves often spoil. Every nousuwlfe 
knows it. Economizing n spoonful of sug 
or results in the loss of a jar of fruit So 
•* t ho art prosorvntivo” sometimes rails tn 
preserve tho writer’s thought, whether 
through false economy or negligence I 
say not Sometimes it is amateur Dipt 
perlenoe By request 1 once sent an aunt 
versnry sormon to a local weekly for in 
sertion. It was inserted. Stteh a rendition 
of my fair written manuscripts! I could 
weep as I saw the distorted, disjointed sen 
tencesand paragraphs; ail thu“ogruphU*s” 
ami “ologies” seemed to have passed 
through a collision or experienced an 
earthquake The title was “Memorial 
Stones" when I sent it away, but lo! the 
truly original rendition given by that 
progressive printer was this, “Memorial 
Stares.’ I no longer trust amateur print- 
erf? I must first seo the proof sheut. Hap- 
pily the sheet had tho small circulation it 
deserved The older residents regarded 
each issue as a joke perpetrated. 

Sometimes perhaps tho author might 
Marne himself instead of the printor 
Great thinkers nro not always good writ 
ors Indeed t ho reverse seems to bo true 
generally. Thought can form faster than 
ink can flow from the fountain pen This 
often causes curtailment, tho syncopation 
of words, or even tho telescoping of sev- 
eral at once; dropping finals, bisecting 
middles or showing only tho initial letters 
of one word and the final letters of others, 
leaving the poor typesetter to reproduce 
the thought from the scanty remains All 
primers aro not Yankees at guessing 
Sometimes tho mistakes aro simple. Lot 
ters that would nuver be confounded in 
print through imperfect construction are 
often confounded In writing — e g., “a” 
und “u“ bear no resemblunce in print, but 
an unclosed written "a" looks vory much 
like tho “u,” or "n“ and “o’* may be 
changed Whether it is capital or capital 
the printer must decide from tho context 
and tiie dictionary Sometimes they don’t 
observe either, hut typewriters will oln i 
ate so Mio of these difficulties. As tin; Irish- 
man could “ridu afoot" on tho bicycle, so 
tin* amunuonsis hereafter can “ wrlto print 
i with tho machine. ” 

j Imperfectly written copy lies at tho base 
of many mistakes Thu author, not tin* 
printor. is to blame. Dr. Farrar writes of 
Dean Stanley and his poor penmanship 
‘Words that were not absolutely essential 
to the meaning were often a im-ro flourish, 
which might stand for 60 different com- 
binations of letters. Where there wus nn 
clew to tho sense tho unhappy reader 
might go very widely astray. On one oc- 
casion lie directed a lottur to me to Marl- 
borough college, Wilts. That lottor never 
readied me. It had pone to some guntlu- 
muiinf a totally different name at Merthyr 
Tydvil, Wales. This gontleman, seoing by 
tho printed address that tho letter came 
from tho deanery of Westminster, hut un- 
{ able to muku out tiie name or place for 
which the letter had been intended, sent 
it liaek to the dean, who inclosed thu old 
envelope to mo iu a new ono, embellished 
! with several notes of admiration after thu 
Merthyr Tydvil postmark.” 

Benjamin Franklin is said to have 
taught his muster printer a lesson in types 
1 and consequences. Tiie proof sheet showed 
many minor errors. Letters were dropped. 
The critical eye of Franklin and his sense 
of right protested. Tho work was not as 
good as it ought to he, hut his boss said: 
“Let it go. What is a letter anyhow. Ev- 
erybody knows what was intended. ’’ It 
happened soon after that Franklin was 
typesetting. Ho had a sentenou from 1 
Corinthians xv to set up. Hu saw Ms op- 
portunity. and hu took it. The paper was 
issued Then came that negligent master 
unto his keen wilted type hoy in a very 
wrathful mood. “What do you mean by 

perverting tho words of Dr. ? You 

I have set tiio whole town to talking.” 

•Why," said Franklin, “only yesterday 
: you said it did not matter if a letter was 
dropped. Now that sentence is familiar to 
all. or should be, ‘In a moment, in thu 
twinkling of an eye, at thu lasttrump * * *

his farewell to public life." snvs Mr. 
Cnylo. ‘ Ho stood for a moment after in 
reverential attitude, while all nlmut him 
strong mon, swayed by the magnetic pow- 
er of the great orator, wept in silonee. 
The hushed suspense of Intense feeling 
I and attention pervaded the crowded as- 
semblage ns tin 1 famous statesman, with 
lowering eyes, resumed his scat.

Tho antiquity of tin* rose isso great that 
all ucoount of its origin lias been Inst. If 
is not inentionud in the Biblical writings 
earlier than the reign of Solomon, but tho 
allusion to it then made is such as to in 
dlunte that the ilowor lmd already long ! 
been known, for the essence of roses was I 
extensively used In Jerusalem and Judien 
during tho reign of the luxurious and 
much married king. In Kgypt the rose is 
depleted on a number of very early monu- j 
meats, believed to date from 3000 to 3500 
B. C., am! in thu tomb of an Egyptian 
princess, disinterred a yunrngnin southern 
Kgypt, several hermetically scaled vluls 
were found whioli whon opened contained 
genuine attar of roses, so that thu modern 
claims fur the discovery of this delicious 
perfume arc vain. 

Rose water, or the essence of roses, is 
mentioned by Homer In thu “Iliad." 
Homer and Solomon wero nearly oontem’ 
poranootis. Both the Greeks and Hebrew! 
probably borrowed the Idea of Its tuaiiir 
fact tire from the Kgypt Ians, and these, for 
aught anybody can tell, may lmve had it 
from the Indians or from the Chinese, foi 
the latter claim for each of their discover- 
ies and inventions a most marvelous, not 
to say Incredible, antiquity. The rose If 
one of those (lowers which by the people 
of every land are taken for granted as so 
well known as to need no description, and 
hardly mention, fur it is n singular fuel 
that every continent on thu globe, with the 
solitary exception of Australia, produce! 
wild roses. Kven the frozen regions ol 
thu north, where tho summer lasts but twa 
or three months und is at best a season 
which may be described as very iHte in the 
fall, produce their wild roses, and traveler! 
through Greenland, Kamchatka und north- 
ern Siberia found in tlie proper season an 
abu min nee of blossoms, while tlie crews oi 
whaling vessels which call at Spitsbergen 
conic t»ff shore with bouquets tif the native 
tipltzbcrgon rose All wild roses art; not 
of the same kind, for there are over 1,990 
■pec lea of the wild rose known to botan- 
ists, and the varieties u re innumerable — 
tit.

A Caution Respecting: Fruit Trees. 

To the Editor of the Graphic 

Permit me, through the column of the 
GltAi'iiK , to call the attention of owners 
of fruit trees iu New ton, whether of a few- 
fur pleasure, or of orchards tor profit, to the 
danger frt 111 the San Jose scale. This is 
one of the most dangerous of tree pe*ts 
know n, und takes its name iroui ban Jose 
in California, w here it lias destroyed large 
orchards of Peach trees. It lias been 
know 11 iu this state for three years. Prof. 
A. II Kirkland, iu the service of the Mute 
Board ot Agriculture, has found the scale 
upon the apple, peach, plum, quince, cur- 
rant, pear and giupe on my place uud I 
have destroyed apple, peach and, pear trees 
which were infested beyond hopeot saving. 

My temaiiiing fruit trees have been 
sprayed under Prof. Kirkland's supervision 
with a stioiig solution .q whale oil soup, 
which is a sure contact insecticide The 
scale is an almost microscopic insect and 
gives a grey appearance to tlie bark where 
it is. It 1 equires three or four \ ears for tlie 
pest to kill a tree, but it will practically 
destroy its powers iu one sea-on. The scale

The first stops toward the elimination of 
grade crossings on the south side were 
taken by the board of aldermen at their 
regular meeting, Monday evening, when it 
was voted to expend $1500 for plans and 
surveys, ami authorize the city engineer to 
consider the matter and report as to the 
best methods of procedure. 

There w ere other matters of less import- 
ance, and the hoard was in session two 
hours and a half. The board convened at 
8 o'clock. Mayor Cobb presiding, ami Al- 
derman Allen being the only absentee. 

HEARINGS. 

The first hearing was on the petition of 
residents of a street formerly known as 
Waban Hill road, but now ns Wuhan Hill 
terrace, according to published maps. 
They asked to have the name of Waban 
Hill road restored, ns the change had made 
it detrimental to disposing of rent estate 
bordering on this highway. Mr. Win. M. 
Noble appeared in behalf of the petition- 
ers. He related the history of the affair, 
nnd with the aid of charts, described the 
locality in which the streets are situated. 

It seems that laud was sold to the peti- 
tioners, some years ago on Waban Hill 
road, and thnt the deed specified the street 
as Mich. Within the past year other real 
estate owners in that vicinity have chosen 
to name their street Waban Hill road, and 
give the first thoroughfare the less digni- 
fied name of Waban Hill terrace. Both of 
these are unaccepted streets. The change 
has also appeared on the city engineer's 
charts and on published maps of Newton. 

Several of the petitioners explained their 
feelings on the matter, and expressed them- 
selves as anxious to have the matter ad- 
justed according to their petition. 

There was no remonstrance, and the 
hearing was closed. 

The telephone company's petition for a 
location on Griffin and Lake avenues came 
up for a hearing. A remonstrance was 
read by Mayor Cobb from 11. G. Rhue. 

Mr. Allen for the telephone company ex- 
plained that locations on these streets were 
necessary for the continuance of the ser- 
vice in that locality. The company had 
found it necessary at present to make 
temporary locations through privute prop- 
erty. 

On the hearing of the telephone com- 
pany’s petition to remove poles on Com- 
monwealth avenue, between South ami 
Lake streets, no one appealed, and the 
hearing was closed. 

A hearing was opened on the petition of 
the Newton Club for permission to main- 
tain a 40 horse-power engine on its prop- 
erty on Walnut place. 

President Powers spoke briefly of the 

K laus of the club. It was intended to 
gilt and heat the clubhouse with the new 
plant, he said, which would be so placed 
that it would not annoy neighbors or cause 
any disatisfaction. 

Mr. James W. French said the plant 
would be placed in un excavation near the 
clubhouse, and on its grounds. It would 
not be necessary for the apparatus to come 
any height above ground, unless a foot or 
so, the height of an ordinary bulkhead. 
If there was any annoyance it would be as 
great to the club members as those living 
in the vicinity. There would be no vibra- 
tion or noise. If it was thought that any 
would he caused by the new plant, the ap- 
paratus would not be put in. 

Dr. Blodgett was opposed to the location 
of the plant if it would cause any noise or 
continual humming. This would be very 
annoying at night. 

A representative of Mrs. S. L. Crocker 
spoke ulso in remonstrance, and was op- 
posed to the engine if it would in any way 
depreeiute the value of real estate. 

Mr. French explained further that the 
club originally intended to place the new 
engine in the clubhouse, but in the base- 
ment there was not sufficient room. The 
engine could be run in such a manner that 
it would muke it absolutely noiseless, and 
not cause any annoyance. 

The hearing wus closed.

Two papers were received and acted 
Upon in concurrence with the common 
council. 

The sixth oluss liquor license of W. C. 
Guudelet was ordered transferred. 

Residents of Nevada uml Churchill 
streets asked to have both streets drained, 
and put in proper shupu for public travel. 
Highwuy committee. 

The telephone company petitioned for 
right to eri ct poles on Elgin street and 
Glen avenue. Hearing ordered Nov. 2d. 

A petition from the gas company to erect 
poles and wires on Marlboro street, was 
received, and u hearing ordered for Nov. 2. 

Philips street, Aiiburndale, residents 
asked to have that street laid out. graded 
and accepted. Highway committee. 

Mrs. b. Boyle petitioned for edgestones 
on Adams and Middle 'streets. Highway 
committee. 

Alderman Downs presented a petition 
signed by lb patrol met) of the police de- 
partment, who hud served 5 years and 
over, uskiug that the amount of their 
salary be increased to $:$ a day. 

Kecoiuineudiug the granting of tills re- 
quest was a second petition signed by a 
large number of leading citizens, including 
Dwight Chester, Senator Harwood, E. II. 
Mason, ex-Mayor Ellison, ex-Mayor Both- 
feld, ex-Mayor Hibbard. D. R. Emerson, 
James French, S. L Powers. 

Both communications were referred to 
the police committee for cousideratiou. 

I he petition of E. R. Durban, for right 
to erect a small building on vucaut laud on 
Adtuns street, was the cause of a breezy 
discussion. 

Alderman White was not in favor, lie 
suid, of granting petitions of this kind un- 
less they were in the interests of tire city. 

Alderman Downs explained that the 
building was a temporary structure, and 
would be built on posts. The petitioner 
was a cripple, w ho w as very anxious to 
open u small store for the purpose of inuk- 
iug a living, lie could see no objection. 

Alderman Bailv was in favor of granting 
the petition. The houses of Xoimntum, 
which hud caused so much discussion were 
not to be compared as a parallel case. The 
erection of the building represented in 
tills petition would not be crowdiug any 
thickly settled locality. Ou the contrary 


it would be some distance from any other 
building. 

Alderman Downs referred to the build- 
ing of the Commonwealth Avenue Street 
ltailwav at the junction of the boulevard 
nnd Walnut street. He thought thnt the 
hoard should be consistent, and grant tho 
petition of a poor mnn as well as a corpora- 
tion. Pne building would he just as good 
in proportion to the size of it. 

Alderman White said ho did not under- 
stand from the first description of it, thnt 
it would be such a finenfTnir. If It was to 
be he would certainly vote for It. 

Alderman Bally —The aldermun from 
Ward Five knows that the building will 
not be ns good us that of the Common- 
wealth avenue street railway. The build- 
ing is very well adapted to the purpose for 
which it is used, and might well he taken 
ns a model by the West End for their sta- 
tion at the line between Newton and Bos- 
ton. The building hi question will be con- 
sistent w ith the other buildings on Adams 
! street. 

Alderman Knowlton was opposed to 
granting tho permit. He thought that if 
too great freedom was given in construct- 
ing these wooden buildings that a large 
1 number of petitions would be received. 
Such a thing should not be encouraged. 

A vote w as called for, and the petition 
granted by four yeas, against two nays. 

The Newton A. Boston Street Railway 
petitioned for a sewer In Homer street, 
from Walnut street to Cemetery avenue. 
Sewer committee. 

Joseph Lingard wns granted a renewal 
of his express license.

Bacon and others were granted per- 
mission to remove a building from Pea- 
, body to rear of Pearl street. 

I The petition of one Stanton for right to 
stand a night lunch cart in Washington 
I street at the corner of Centro in front of 
| French’s block was read. 

Alderman Downs expressed himself as 
not wholly in favor of the petition. The 
cart had been placed in the square once 
before, and lie had ordered it removed. 
He thought if it was replaced it would fill 
up the square, and he an inconvenience. 
It would also bo very dangerous, with so 
much travel, and especially so in case of 
tire. The present location was very good, 
and lie thought the young mnn could sup- 
ply his customers there as w’oll as any 
t ther location. 

Alderman Roberts favored giving the pe- 
titioner an opportunity to conduct business 
at this stand, as the license could be re- 
voked at any time. 

The general opinion of the other mem- 
bers was that the lunoh-enrt would prove 
an inconvenience, and a menace to public 
safety, especially in case of lire. 

It was voted to grant the petitioner leave 
to withdraw'. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS AND ORDERS. 

On recommendation of the highway com- 
mittee it was voted to appropriate $1500 
for plans and survey of tho proposed abo- 
lition of grade crossings on the B. *fc A. on 
the south side, with instructions to tho 
city engineer to report as to the best 
methods of procedure. 

Alderman Bailey explained that tills was 
the initiatory step toward the elimination 
ot grade crossings on the south side. The 
petitioners represented the Newton Centre 
Improvement Society, and a similar organi- 
zation at Newton Highlands. 

It was voted to place street lights on the 
following thoroughfares: Eastbourne and 
Westbourne roads, Kaposia. Clieeny. Edin- 
boro uml Pearl streets, ami Oukleigh road, 

The highway committee in its report 
favored the widening of Walnut street, 
from Bowers street to Newtonville avenue, 
and ordered a hearing for those interested 
in the mutter to be held Nov. 2. 

It was also voted to place two hydrants 
on Beacon street near the cemetery. 

Also to construct sewers on Griffin 
avenue and Cornell streets. 

Also to appropriate Siiooo to meet the ex 
penses for tlie completion of the widening 
of Park and Tremont streets. 

Authorizing the mayor to execute a quit 
claim deed releasing to the Boston «& Al- 
I bany a parcel of land on Centro place. 

; The list of streets to be watered was 
I read, and approved. 

; The Newtonville & Watertown Street 
: Railway gave notice of a lease of ‘J9 years 
to the Newton A: Boston Street Railway, a 
practical consolidation of both lines. 

It was voted to rescind the assessment 
of Caroline Spear of $44.11 for use of 
sewer. 

The gas company was granted permission 
to locate four poles on Charles street. 

Notice of stuto election Nov. 2d, was 
read. 

The bourd by a rising vote expressed 
their sincere sympathy for Aldermun 
Allen in his bereavement, and the city 
clerk was authorized to express the feel- 
ings of tlie board in a letter. 

At 10.30 o’clock the bourd adjourned.

A Single Tax Illustration. 

To the Editor of the Graphic 

1 have often reud the 25th verse of the 
fourth chapter of Mark, and wondered 
what it could mean. 1 am happy to stute 
J that your issue of 15th inst. bus enlight- 
| ened me by pluinly showing it to be an 
elucidation of the working of the Single 
Tax. 

Your reporter therein shows how the 
single tux “would encourage ami promote 
industry und do it scieutilically.” He 
would then liuve us suppose four plots of 
lands lying side by side and each vulued at 
$ 1000 . The first one is vucutit; tlie second 
bus $1000 worth of house on it; the third 
bus a house valued at $2000, uml the fourth 
lias u $3ooo house ou it. lie, furthermore, 
would iiave us suppose the rute of taxation 
to be 1 1-2 per cent. The single tax goes 
into operation, ground rent is doubled and 
houses are exempted— in order to “scienti- 
fically promote and encourage industry," 
1 suppose. The result is, according to 
your reporter, “No. i, vucaut; the owner, 
who is today taxed 1 1-2 per cent, • • • 
is taxed 3 per cent." 

“No, 2, $kmk» house: The owner bus 
taken from him, as above, another third of 
his $1000 worth of laud, hut is compensated 
by the exemption of 1*3 the uiiuuu! value of 
his $looo worth of house, un even exchange 
und no robbery." 

"No. 3, $2000 house: Tlie owner, (like 
No. l and No. 2) ha taken from him by 
the added tax one third of $looo of hind, 
or $333 1-3, and has, just us literally, given 
to hilli $000 2-3 of house." 

The cuse of “No. 4, $3000 of house” is 
then followed out in like ratio, and it is 
shown to the initiated, to those who can 
“see the oat,” that for every $tm i-.i added 
to the tux of tho inuii, who cannot afford to 
put up buildings on bis laud, “there is 
$1000 compensation, or three dollars for 
one” to the muii who can afford to build ou 
his lot. Just why the example is not 
curried to its ultimate, showing whut 
j “scientific encouragement to industry" it 
would be to take "three dollurs for one" 
from the poor owner of u bare lot and give 
it to the millionaire, who could erect a 
1 sky scraper on the adjoining lot, is not 
clear to me. It may huve been tlie fear of 
i a “scientific absurdity." The one thing 
made quite clear to me was tlie meaning of, 
"For he that hath, to him shall be given ; 
ami he thut hath not. from him shall be 
taken even that which lie iiutli."

Under his administration tho 
League grew and flourished. No adminis- 
tration shows a more healthy growth in 
point of membership nor u greater number 
of tangible result*. Let the records speak 
on these points. 

Mr. Elliott has been tho prime mover in 
providing for the cyclist about every law 
that has been put upon the statute books of 
Massachusetts, and lie has been instrument- 
al in defeating very many attempts at ob- 
noxious legislation. Few wheelmen appre- 
ciate the fact that obnoxious laws aimed at 
wheelmen are brought before every session 
of the legislature ami it needs careful and 
constant watchfulness and sauucity to de- 
feat them. It was wholly due to Mr. Elliott 
that a reduction in the tariff oil all New 
England railroads for the transportation of 
bicycles was made from twenty-five cents 
to ten cents, minimum, uml a still further 
reduction on thelonghaul tariff is promised. 
In New York State wheelmen boast that 
they have free carriage of bicycles, but it is 
a well-known fact that they have to tip the 
baggage man with a quarter if they want 
their wheel well taken care of, and they 
must remove tool bag, cyclometer and lan- 
tern. 

The fact that Mr. Elliott is to be a candi- 
date for Chief Consul is hailed with delight 
all over the state and he will be elected by 
a tremendous majority. 

His interest in bicycling and good roads 
dutes back a score of years, and he has 
ever been an intelligent counsellor and an 
active, ardent champion of the cause, on 
any und every occasion. He has been a 
League member for 12 years and a member 
of tlie Massachusetts Board of Olficers for 
h years. He was chairman of the National 
Highway Committee during 181)4, and bus 
been a member of tlie National Assembly 
since 1800 .

TI1K DEDICATION RKUVICKR AT TUB NEW 

building, 

Tho consecration meeting field Friday 
evening in tho main auditorium of tho now 
M. K. church, was largely attended hy 
the members of tho pariah. Tlie service 
was conducted hy ex-pastors of the church, 
and brief nddresses were made by Hovs. 
A. A. Wright, Frederick Woods, William 
S. Huntington, Samuol .lucksou, John 13. 
Gould and .1. M. Leonard. Appronrlate 
vocal selections wero rendered by Mr. 
Campbell and Mr. Samuel .1, Mo Walters. 

The dedicatory services on Sunday 
drew large audiences, and much interest 
was manifested in the handsome new 
building. 

The morning service opened with nn or- 
gan prelude from “Atlmlia,” followed by 
the anthem “1 Have Surely Built Thee a 
House,” by tbe church’s double quartet. 
Headings from the Old and New Testa* 
incuts by tbe ltev. II. G. Mitchell, Hi. I)., 
and the ltev. Charles Parkhurst, 1). I)., 
and prayer by tho ltev. Charles W. Itishell, 
Ph. I)., preceded the dedicatory sermon, 
which was delivered by tho ltev. Dillon 
Bronson, the predecessor of tho present 
pnstor. Tho ltev. Mr. Bronson said, in 
part : 

Twenty-eight years ago President War- 
ren of Boston University preaohed from 
Psalms XXIV., 8. at tho dedication of the 
chapel which was recently taken down to 
make room for tho splendid temple, in 
Vvhlcli we meet today. Again we choose it, 
to set forth the sovereignty of God in Jesus, 
realizing that the sermon of today must 
fall below that of our greatest scholar even 
more, by far, than this latter temple sur- 
passes the former in glory. 

Tiie drift of modern thought is surely to- 
ward unanimity in tho declaration that 
' Christ is the King of Glory, the Lord of 
Hosts, Jehovah the Almighty. Socinian 
..views of the person of Christ wore more 
prevalent a quarter of a century ago. Be- 
cause the tide was ebbing, some thought 
the ocean was running out. but the tide 
has turned and promises never to run so 
low ugain. 

' Prominent men in Christian pulpits were 
saying not long ago that Socrates was be- 
yond Jesus, that there was no unique 
metaphysical relations between God and 
Christ ; that the man of Nazareth was not 
without errors and sins. Some, like Poe, 
seemed to recoil in horror from the thought 
of a being having lived superior to them- 
selves. They lived on negations, regard- 
ing it, as Phillips Brooks has said, a sign 
jL>f culture to believe little, pitying the man 
^of full rich faith, as the invalid sometimes 
seems to pity the man possessed of perfect 
health. , ,, , 

Preachers are not boasting how little 
they believe now. If they do, they preach 
to so small congregations— in some cases 
only organist, chorister and sexton— that 
it doesn’t matter much what they say. 
There are some noble men yet, who recog- 
nize the Christ as tho ideal man. the con- 
summate llower of our race, but who, like 
their earnest predecessors, the Jews, part 
compiuiy with him when he makes himself 
equal with God. 

Our Saviour was tried and executed for 
blasphemy because, he being found in tho 
fashion of a man, made himself equal with 
God. 1 1 is silence before high priest and 
Pilate gave consent to the charge. He met 
his doom without appeal. On the contrary, 
lie gave abundant proof and quietly as- 
serted everywhere that lie was God en- 
tieshed. He did what only God could do. 
Ho forgave sins, declared himself the judge 
of the world, placed a divine estimate on 
human life, taught not as the philosophers 
of his day, but us the absolute one: ul 
lowed himself to be worshipped and ad- 
dressed as “My Lord and my uod.” 

A duet by Mrs. Unverhau and Mrs. Geo. 
W. Barber, at the close of the sermon, was 
followed by a report of the building com- 
mittee. which was read by its chairman, 
Mr. Edwin \V. Gay. and tho presentation 
of the building by the trustees. 

The dedication ceremony was performed 
bv. Bishop It. S. Foster and Presiding Elder 
G*. F. Eaton. The service was brought to 
a close by the benediction by the ltev. Win. 
It. Clarke, I). 1)., and the organ postludo, 
“Hallelujah Chorus.” 

At a fellowship service, in the afternoon, 
addresses on questions vital to the church 
were given by tbe pastor, tho ltev. C. E. 
Holmes, and pastors of the neighboring 
Newton churches. Among those to speak 
were the ltev. George W. .Shinn, 1). I)., of 
Grace church ; the ltev. George E. Merrill, 
1). 1)., of the Baptist Immanuel church; 
tbe ltev. Francis B. llornbrooke. 1). I)., of 
Chunning churc.'u.und the ltev. William II.

The evening services consisted of the 
regular meeting of the Epworth League, 
led by Mrs. Albert G. Barber, and followed 
bv a preaching service at 7 30.

Tlie li:st meeting house of the society 
was dedicated Sept. ’JO, 1800. it was taken 
down March, IKOO. Thu cornerstone of 
tlie new building was laid May 14, 1800, 
during the pastorate of the Bov. Dillion 
Bronson, who was instrumental in inaugu- 
rating and carrying forward tho move- 
ment.

AN ADDHKSS HY lilt. SHINN BEFORE THE 
MINISTERS’ UNION. 

At tlie June meeting of the exeoutive 
committee of tbe Ministers’ Union of the 
City of Newton, tlie president was request- 
ed to make an address at the animal meet- 
ing in October, which would contain n 
statement of the purposes and of tlie pro- 
gress of tills organization. 

In acoordnuce witli this request 1 ask 
your attention for a few moments, first of 
all, to answer to tlie question, -Why was 
this Union organized? And then to nn 
answer to tlie second question— What inis 
it done? 

The organization is one result of tlie in- 
creased interest which lias been paid dur- 
ing tlie past twenty years or so, to tlie great 
subject of Christian Unity. It has been 
impressed more and more upon tho hearts 
of Christian men, that the present divided 
condition of Christendom is not best for 
tlie accomplishment of the purposes for 
wliioli tbe Christian church was founded; 
atul that it does not seem to be in accord- 
ance with the prayer offered by tlie divine 
Master, that all IDs disciples might bo one 
So deep an impression has been made 
unon men of various forms of belief, that 
different proposals have been made to 
bring ubout tlie important result of some 
unification of tho Christian church. J These 
proposals have varied, atnl some of them 
have been flatly contradictory Sof eacli 
other. But whatever their nature, they 
have elicited attention, and in some in- 
stances have provoked controversy. Possi- 
bly somutimes instead of promoting peace 
they have engendered more bitterness. 

Two years ago it was deemed proper for 
tlie representatives of the different reli- 
gious bodies in this city to come together 
and study the subject of Christian Unity. 
The result of our conferences was not tlie 
discovery of any plan whereby all tlie 
varying differences of tho Christian bodies 
might be harmonized, but tlie settlement of 
one single point, viz:— however the reunion 
of the church might eventually be brought 
about, it would be well for us to confer to- 
gether upon questions affecting tlie welfare 
of this community, and to work together 
wherever we could, for the common good. 
It was felt that although this might be 
but a step towards Christian Unity, it 
would be a real step if we grew better ac- 
quainted with each other, emphasized the 
points of agreement, and stood side by 
side in such lines of work as involve no de- 
nominational questions. 1 have been con- 
vinced that tlie course decided upon was 
upon the whole the best one, while at the 
same time 1 think we should not only not 
forget our object is to do something 
towards tlie actual union of all Christians, 
but that we should make some adventures 
from time to time into tlie closer study of 
questions connected with this great topic. 

The two years’ work of this organization 
has brought about a better acquaintance of 
its members with eacli other, and a better 
understanding of eacli other’s position. 
We have been putting special emphasis on 
those principles upon which we agree. 
Perhaps it lias been a surprise to some of 
us to find Iiow many points of agreement 
there were; ami surely the organization 
lias justified its existence if it lias done 
nothing more than to convince eacli other 
that we do not stand in absolute antagon- 
ism. Surely this 1ms been a step forward 
in tbe l ight direction. 

Are we ready now to take tlie next stop? 
And that is, to look in u calm, courteous 
way at some of those questions where 
there are differences of opinion. We are 
sure that we agree upon some things: we 
are equally sure that we differ upon other 
tilings. Must we continue to differ and so 
remain separated, or can these controvert- 
ed questions be considered and studied so 
that we shall be drawn still more closely 
together ? 

1 am not so much an optimist as to be- 
lieve that all questions about which people 
differ cau be settled by conferences to the 
satisfaction of everyone. I presume there 
will be differences of opinion and that men 
will see tilings from different standpoints 
so long as wo see in part. I am, however, 
sufficiently optimistic to believe that when 
two men, who are loyal to their Master, 
Christ, understand each other, they are 
not antagonists. Although they may not 
walk side by side in tlie same path, they 
will not go stumbling over each other and 
contending for tlie right of way 
My suggestion will tie misunderstood if 
any one supposes that I am recommending 
tlie introduction here of those theological 
tilts which were once in vogue. 1 do not 
want this Union to become a debating 
club or a gathering for the display of mere 
polemics. We must never make it the 
scene of u pious, gladiatorial show, in 
which tlie contestants fight for tlie enter- 
tainment of spectators. We cannot think 
it a tournament in which a cause goes 
down when a man is un-horsed. No, noth- 
ing of that kind; but 1 think we can all 
readily picture to ourselves a calm, patient 
study of these questions, which have led 
to separations. We can think, perhaps, of 
the modification of views, und possibly of 
some actual agreement uiion a mode of liv- 
ing together as one family. It is surely not 
too much to hope, that with the growth of 
tlie comprehensive spirit there will bo two 
results. First, the removal of a great 
many tilings out of the way. They will be 
found to be non-essentials. They will be 
relegated to tiie region of opinions, and a 
man may look at them in one way or an- 
other. lie may hold his own opinions and 
no one can object to that. 

There is, no doubt, a considerable amount 
of controversy which might lie omitted 
if men make tlie distinction between tilings 
essential and tilings non-essential. There 
will be a very decided gain for us and for 
all Christian people, when we heartily 
adopt tlie old motto, “In essentials, unity; 
in non-essentials, liberty; ill ill! tilings, 
charity.” 

Another result of the friendly but 
thorough investigation which I am recom- 
mending, will be that wo shall come from 
the study of what w e regard us essential 
truth, with tlie increased conviction that, 
after nil, our religion is not a system of 
elaborate doctrines, but of simple facts; 
and Unit those facts are clustered urouud 
Him who is tlie Son of God, tlie Son of 
man. 

There is no more encouraging cry today, 
w lion properly understood, than "Buck to 
Christ.” There is no more hopeful move- 
ment than tlie attempt to reproduce II is 
j life in the lives of Ills followers. 

it will be a vast gain when there comes a 
greater appreciation of tiie simplicity of 
Christian truth, and when loyalty to Christ 
shall mean brother-hood w ith man. 

The third very desirable result may bo to 
show us that even where systems seeiu to 
collide, there may be something suved out 
of eacli, in tiie coming reunion, for the 
common benefit ot all. To illustrate wind 
1 mean:— 1 would suy. Unit while 1 believe 
in Episoopauy us the primutive mode of 
church government, und while I think tiie 
Apostolic succession can be shown to be a 
fact of history, 1 shall not be surprised if 
there be some cveutuul drawing together of 
some elements from other ministries, so 
Unit tlie Episcopate, the Presbytcrute ami 
tlie Congregational puatorute sliull some- 
how become u united streum, to flow on 
through tlie future of a reunited church. 

| 1 have no special plan lo propose; cer- 

1 tain) v no program of topics luid out ; but 
simply wish to suggest t hut there may be a 
j gradual approach, now, to tbe considera- 
tion of the subjects we have hitherto 
I avoided.

While 1 feel that the organization has 
thus been useful, I cannot hut express the 
regret that the busy lives some of our 
brethren leud, and tlie failure of others to 
understand what this Union might he for 
them, and for many beside, have failed to 
give us their help. It would seem tome 
that almost every ordinary duty might be 
pressed aside, so that all the ministers in 
tlie city could come together four or five 
timesayear. When we look out at the 
great world and its needs; when we see 
how dreadful is tlie battle which the Chris- 
tian church is waging with the world, and 
when we glance forward and see the glad- 
ness which is to come when the kingdoms 
of tli is world shall become the kingdoms of 
Christ, it surely should make us eager to 
study how we can uromote tlie unity of tlie 
church and so hasten tlie day of our Lord’s 
coming.

YALE SCORES BUT 10 POINTS. 

AGAINST TUB TEAM OF TUB NEWTON 

CLUB ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION— LOOSE 

PLAY THE FEAT IT HE. 

Yale defeated the Newton Club Athletic 
Association team on the Cedar street 
grounds Saturday afternoon, before a 
erowd of -inoo spectators, hy tiie score of 
10 to 0. It was terribly hot for football, 
and frequent delays from minor causes 
spread out tlie time of the tw o short halves 
over a long period, and detracted materially 
from the interest of tlie contest. The Yale 
team was a big disappointment. Their 
pluy was loose, their hacks showed little 
good interference, and the way the Newton 
hacks repeatedly ripped up holes in tlie 
visitors’ line showed uu unexpected 
weakness in their defense at several criti- 
cal points. There was hut one really re- 
deeming feature in their work as a team, 
and that was in tlie quickness witli which 
tlie bucks got under way on receipt of a 
kick. But tlie Yale hacks fumbled punts 
in schoolboy style und only a technicality 
in rule construction suved them from be- 
ing foreed to a safety through tills loose- 
ness of play. 

Individually there was little brilliant 
work on the Yule eleven. McBride was 
far and away tlie star man and lie did 
creditable work in hurdling tiie line and 
punting. Rogers and Eddy both accom- 
plished some hard tackling. Tlie Newton 
team had little team play, nut they played 
liurd football uml worried their opponents 
hy keeping tlie hall at least half of tlie 
time. “Jack” Corbett, tlie old Harvard 
hack, uml Fred Draper, tlie famous -Vil- 
liiuns player, pluyed great football. Cor- 
bett did some snleudid kicking and in his 
rushing showed the same dash und spirit 
which made him noted witli tlie champion 
Harvard eleven of Bass, the old \ ale 
end, did some brilliant tackling. Yale 
scored in the first two minutes of play, 
Kcifer making a long run after tin: kick oil 
which brought the hall close to tlie goal 
line and u couple of short rushes easily 
look it over. It was not till well into tlie 
second half that Yale scored ugain, when 
they made u touchdown by repeated at- 
tacks on the Newton center. At no other 
time did Yale come w ithin distance of 
scoring, while Newton several times 
pushed the hull into dangerous territory.

Undoubtedly the most serious evils of 
our present form of government is the Ir- 
responsible and un wieldly committee con- 
trol of the public work. The mayor is 
called the executive of the city, but it is 
frequently a mere name. To be sure, we 
have hud mayors who were able to accom- 
plish much, hut it was not because of the 
system under which they worked but 
rather in spite of it. 

Instances might be cited almost without 
number, showing how the public lias 
been inconveinenced and money wasted 
because of lack of co-operation between 
committees, often in utter disregard of the 
mayor. Take the Highway Committee 
who also serve as highway surveyors. It 
does not take a long memory to go back 
to instances wherein the chairman of 
that committee defied the mayor and yet 
when criticism was made because of waste- 
ful methods or because of neglect of 
n ood od public work, that some private in- 
terest might be subserved, whom did the 
public blame? Not the committee or its 
chuinnan certainly, for, as a rule, they are 
unknown factors, but the mayor, whom 
the public think has power greatly be- 
yond that possessed by him under our 
present charter. 

No man objects to just criticism, and if 
a man is charged with certain duties and 
it is known by all that he is the responsi- 
ble party, criticism and commendation cau 
be clearly placed.

The work is perhaps hardly completed, 
when the sewer committee or the water 
department tears the street up. It may be 
said that this way of doing work can be 
prevented under the charter of today. 
Yes, it can be but it is not. 

But it will be stopped under the pro- 
posed charter, because the mayor will be 
held to a strict accountability, as all execu- 
tion of tiie mandates or orders of the 
board of aldermen rests solely with him, 
through the several heads of departments.

The state election comes a week from 
next Tuesdny, and it is the dullest cam- 
paign Newton has ever seen. For repre- 
sentatives there are for the first time no 
rivul candidates, so that the election of 
Messrs. Pickard and Hayward is assured, 
and for many of the other officers to be 
voted for there is only one candidate. The 
election will evidently be a purely formal 
affair, and were it not for the new charter, 
few Newton voters would take the trouble 
to go to the polls. 

Herein lies the danger of disaster to tiie 
new chnrter, as although the great majori- 
ty of citizens favor the change, they may 
let it go by default, on account of the lack 
of any interest ubout the state ticket to 
call them to the polls. 

The opponents of tiie new charter have 
been very industrious, and a great effort 
has been mude to arouse opposition among 
the workiugmen of the city. Many of those 
who do business with the city are against 
the charter, as they think it will be un- 
favorable to their interests, and hence the 
men employed by them ure more or less

lie hud broken bis collar bone. 

Mr. Gallagher spoke in praise of pure 
athletics, and Mr. HefTelflnger thanked the 
Newton Club for its hospitality and ex- 
pressed the pleasure he felt in being 
present.

American Canoe Association— Executive 
r Committee Meeting-. 

The annual meeting of the executive 
committee of the American Canoe Associa- 
tion was held at the Clarendon Hotel, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., on Saturday, Oot„ 16, at 
10 a. m. 

Several matters of importance were to 
come before the meeting this year and the 
Eastern Division officers decided to attend. 

Local canoe men will be interested to 
learn that the committee voted, after a pro- 
longed discussion, to define a war canoe as 
follows : 

Maximum length ,10 feet, minimum beam 
36 inches, minimum depth 17 inches and 
minimum weight 150 pounds. 

This is a radical change which will be of 
great benefit to tlie canoe clubs in New 
England, especially in this vicinity, where 
there are already several “30 footers” of 
this model. 

Most of the Cadanian War Canoes are 
35 feet in length and carry crews of fifteen 
men, so naturally the Northern Division 
pndulers were strongly opposed to any 
change in the rules which named the 
maximum length as 35 feet. The Eastern 
Division representatives were successful, 
however, in carrying out their ideas and in 
tlie future all war canoes must be built 
with a maximum length of 30 feet in order 
to compete in races of the American Canoe 
Association. 

It was decided to hold the annual camp 
on Stave Island in the St. Lawrence River, 
August 5 to 19, 1898. 

Reports of the Division Pursers and com- 
mittees were read and accepted. New 
committees were appointed and tlie regular 
annual business was transacted, the com- 
mittee being in session about five hours.

The City Wins the Suit. 

Tho petitions brought bj E. B. Town vs. 
tlie city council of Newton, and by Eleza 
belli Atkinson vs. the same, for the writ o 
certiorari to quash betterment assessments 
laid upon their lnml by reason of the laying 
out of tho boulevard, known as Common- 
wealth avenue, Newton, as illegal, were 
denied by the court, in n majority opinion. 

Tho city took some land belonging to tlie 
petitioners, but the am nintof the better- 
ment assessments levied upon them 
equalled, if not exceeded, the value of wlmt 
land was taken. The court denies the peti- 
tions principally upon the ground of the 
petitioners' delay in asserting their rights 
against the public work until great ex 
pemliturcs lmd been made. It says: 

Tlie petitioners do not attack the laying 
out of tlie way, which lias been construct- 
ed at great expense, and by which they are 
personally benefited * * * Parties who 
lie by and permit great expenditures to be 
made, the benefits of which they will en- 
joy, are not to be allowed to avoid respon- 
sibility for tlie payment of any share of 
such expenditures by afterward having the 
proceedings under which they wore ren- 
dered quashed. 

One of the reasons why the petitioners 
claimed tlie betterment assessment was in- 
valid was because the city council, before 
tlie lay-out of the boulevard, and the levy- 
ing of tlie assessment, hud entered into a 
contract witli a syndicate of land owners 
by which the latter agreed, among other 
things, to pay one third the expense of the 
cost of construction, and to Hold the city 
harmless and indemnified from damages 
which other laud owners who did not sign 
tliis agreement might recover against the 
city by reason of tlie laying out, and the 
syndicate being “subrogated to and credit- 
ed with the betterments assessed or to be 
assessed by the city” upon the non-signing 
owners. 

The court decides that, under the cir- 
cumstances, tlie agreement must l>o taken 
to have been entered into for a considera- 
tion, and that it is valid, in tlie absence of 
any fraud. No fraud was alleged in tliis 
case. Tlie court finds no illegality in tho 
assessment. J. E. Cotter ami R. M. Sal ton- 
stall for petitioners; W. S. Slocum for de- 
fendant.

It is proverbial 
tliut it is tlie lirst step tliut costs, and hence 
it iscsseiitiul tliut tlie first step tuken 
should be iu tlie right direction, it is sat- 
isfactory to know’ tliut not only would t*x- 
Mtiyor Bothfeld he uu udniiruble man to 
nominate und elect, but tliut lie will con- 
sent to accept tlie nomination aud election 
if it uppeurstobo tlie w ish of Ids fellow- 
citizens that lie should so serve them .

IHIIKCTOHH AN!) rOMMfftftlONKftS GOING 
OVER CIRCUIT A Nil MAIN LINK. 

The directors of the Boston A Albany 
railroad, with the railroad commisxioners, 
Tuesday afternoon. Inspected the circuit 
nnd main line as fnr as Riverside. 

Particular attention was paid to the 
w ork just being finished relating to the ab- 
olition of grade crossings on the north side 

of the city. 

This work is practically completed, nl- ; 
though tlie railroad has been delayed in ' 
opening all the bridges by the failure of 
tlie steel companies to supply trusses and , 
girders ns fast as needed. With the arrival 
of the steel tlie Washington street, Centre 
street ami Centre place bridges will at 
once be opened for traffic. 

The most important duty of the inspect- 
ing party was to look over the ground 
wtiere it is proposed to effect a separation 
of grades on the north side of New ton on 
the R. & A. circuit. 

The road is favorably considering the 
request of Newton residents that tills work 
he taken up at once. It is probable that it 
w ill be begun as soon as the depression of 
tracks now in progress at Westboro and 
South Framingham is brought to comple- 
tion. 

Tlie city of Newton is particularly 
anxious that this improvement be curried 
through at the earliest moment, in order to 
secure the settlement of real estate values 
in the sections interested. 

The city council has already made an ap- 
propriation for plans, and tlie city engi- 
neer, with tlie engineers of tlie B. A. 
will at once begin the preparation of esti- 
mates and plans for the depression of 
tracks iu Newton Centre und Newton 
Highlands. 

It is estimated that at present tlie cost of 
the separation of grades would not exceed 
8500,000, as only six crossings will lie af- 
fected. Land in tlie vicinity of most of the 
crossings is held ut a comparatively low 
figure. 


The Oak Hill Alderman. 

To tlie Editor of the Graphic: — 

At a meeting of the citizens of the Oak 
| Hill district of Newton, held last week, 
Mr. Herbert 1). Ward made a brief address, 
in which he earnestly thanked the people 
for tlie honor conferred in selecting him as 
their choice for a candidate to be supported 
in the coming caucuses for membership in 
the board of aldermen from Ward 5. He 
said that owing to the demands upon his 
time and attention caused by his member- 
ship on the state board of prison commis- 
sioners, he felt that the duties of tlie latter 
position would be liable to cnnilict with 
those of the former, for which reason he 
requested that another name be presented 
with a view to the alderman ic position. 
He pledged himself iu very warm terms to 
do all In his power in support of whomso- 
ever might be agreed upon. 

Under these circumstances the meeting 
voted unanimously to substitute for Mr. 
Ward’s name that of Mr. Frank Irving 
Cooper. 

Mr. Cooper resides on Dudley street, be- 
tween Boylston and Greenwood street. 
He owns a fine estate of several acres, 
with a dwelling house of unique design, 
built from his own plans. 

He is an architect by profession, and 
though comparatively a young man, lias 
already achieved marked success. At tlie 
time of tlie death of tlie celebrated Rich- 
ardson, Mr. Cooper was under engagement 
with him to enter his office as an assistant. 
Tlie task of carrying out tlie business 
plans which remained wholly or in part 
unexecuted at the time of tlie great archi- 
tect’s death was undertaken, in accordance 
with his desire, expressed on his deathbed, 
by tlie well known firm of Shepley, Rutan 

Coolidge. By far the most important of 
these plans left by Mr. Richardson were 
those for the Alleghany County eourt 
house in Pittsburg, Pa. That building 
attracted attention throughout tlie country 
at the time of its erection, amt is by many 
competent judges considered as ranking 
next to Trinity church iu Boston as a 
Richardson masterpiece. The cost was 
between $2,000,000 and 83 , 000 , 000 . 

Mr. Cooper was sent to Pittsburg as 
supervising architect for the Boston firm 
already mentioned, and under his superin- 
tendence tlie eourt house construction was 
continued from early in 1887 to its com- 
pletion and furnishing in I 8 S 9 . 

While iu Pittsburg he received from Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie u $2000 prize for a com 
netitive design for the magnificent library 
building which the great millionaire manu- 
facturer presented to tlie city of Pittsburg. 
Since entering upon tlie independent prno- 
tice of his profession in Boston, Mr. Cooper 
lias been employed as chief architect of 
many important buildings, both public and 
irivate, among those of the former kind be 
ng the Bristol County eourt house at 
Taunton, costing $285, (XK), and the Malden 
High sell >ol building, costing $ltx),0u». 

Mr. Coouer is an enterprising and public 
spirited citizen, who enters with tireless 
enthusiasm into movements liaving tlie 
general good of tlie community in view, 
lie bus already taken bold of more than 
one improvement of a local nuture iu New- 
ton, aud pushed it to success. He is affable 
and personally liked. He understands 
tlie art of mixing with inen and dealing 
with uffuirs. He is a gentleman of spot- 
less reputation, high character, line cul- 
ture, and murked ability. There is every 
reason to expect (lint if lie becomes a mem- 
ber of our city government not tlie Oak 
Hill section of Newton only but the entire 
municipality will find in him u faithful und 
efficient friend.

Reasons for Voting for the New Charter, 
on Tuesday, Nov. 2, 1897. 

It separates and clearly defines the executive and legislative powers. 

The executive department will consist of the Mayor; the legislative 
department will con ist of the Board of Aldermen. Neither can ever 
exercise the functions of the other. 

The management of the public work will no longer be placed in 
the hands of committees of the City Council, composed, as they frequent- 
ly are and often of necessity must be, of persons who have little or no 
experience in municipal affairs. 

The Board of Aldermen will determine the work to be done and 
provide the means for doing it : the Mayor will be held responsible for 
its execution. 

It simplifies the legislative department : 

By consolidating the two boards without change in the number of 
members. 

It ])revents ill-considered and hasty action: 

By providing that the objection of one member to the passage of a 
measure through all its stages at one meeting shall postpone it at least 
one day, and if, when it is next brought up, five or more members object, it 
shall lie over at least one week : and by further providing that one-third 
of the aldermen shall hold ofice for two years, ensuring some experi- 
enced legislators.

A special session of the alilermen. xvliich , 
lasted over an limir, xvas held Monday , 
evening, largely for the consideration of 
routine business. All members were pres- i 
ent xx hen Mayor Cobb called the board to 
order. 


HEARINGS. 

A hearing xvas opened on the petition 
for a sexvcr in Cornell street. No one ap- 
peared and the hearing xvas closed. 

A hearing for location of a sexver in 
Manet road followed. Mr. Bellows spoke 
in furtherance of the petition, and urged 
the construction of the sewer, which xvas 
very necessary. 

There xvas no remonstrance and the hear, 
ing was closed. 

At the hearing for a sexver in Pine Grove 
avenue, whioh followed, no one appeared. 

The petition of Seminary avenue, An. 
burndale, residents, for concrete sidewalks 
was next given a hearing. 

Mr. Pike, a signer of the petition, ap- 
peared in its behalf. He spoke of the 
great necessity of a concrete sidewalk, 
which xvas demanded by the bad condition 
of the street. 

Mr. Bragdon of Lasell Seminary was 
much opposed to the plan. lie thought the 
street xvas not used sufficiently to warrant 
the expenditure of such amount. There 
had been some repairing done in the 
spring, but this did not improve the condi- 
tion of the street to any great extent. The 
condition of the city's finances would not 
warrant, he thought, the laying out of this 
money. The sidewalk xvas desired by land 
owners whose property represented about 
200 feet, while the remonstrants had 4t>3 
feet frontage. If the sidexvalks xvere 
ordered he thought it a case of the tail 
wagging the dog. 

Mr. Dike spoke further in behalf of the 
petition, and the hearing xvas closed. 

The next hearing which developed a 
little excitement xvas that on the order for 
edgestones on Thornton street in front of 
the Flood and Stevens estates. 

Mr. Flood appeared for his xvife.and was 
much opposed to the plan. Me thought the 
stones unnecessary. Mrs. Flood did not 
care to make the expenditure for this im- 
proveinent at present. He thought the 
plan for edgestones xvas a scheme of Coun- 
cilman Potter’s. 

Mr. Potter, xvlio xvas in the room at the 
time replied, saying he rose on a question 
of privilege. The councilman from Ward 
1, he said, did not circulate this petition. 
It was circulated by abuttors on the street. 
These edgestones were desired by abuttors 
representing 1500 feet, xv bile it xvas opposed 
by these two estates, each representing 
about 200 feet. He thought the city coun- 
cil should order these stones placed under 
the betterment act. 

Mr. Flood said in reply that Mr. Potter 
had called on him with the petition, and 
had also called him up by telephone. Mr. 
Lathe had also brought the petition to him, 
saying he had been requested to do so by 
Mr. Potter. 

This hearing xvas closed. 

A hearing for concrete sidewalks on 
Walnut street was opened and closed as no 
one appeared. 

The joint hearings having been conclud- 
ed, the doors of the council chamber xvere 
closed and the session of the aldermen re- 
sumed. 

On motion of Alderman Hobart the read- 
ing of the journal xvas dispensed with. 

A communication was received from 
Alderman Allen, thanking the board for 
its sympathy in his bereavement. 

The board authorized the joint use of 
street railway tracks by the different com- 
panies. 


PETITIONS. 

Petitions were received by the board as 
follows: From Win. H. Baker requesting 
the free use of city hull fora political meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Baker stated that he hud repeatedly 
applied to the city messenger for this per- 
mission and hud been refused. He saw no 
reason for this as he believed the hall 
public property. The petition xvas referred 
to the public property committee. 

Alderman Roberts uujved that the peti- 
tion of the Newton Club for permission to 
nmiutuiu a boiler and engine for heating 
und lighting purposes be tukeu from tiie 
table and granted. 

Alderman White— As this mutter has 
never been laid on the table, I move that it 
be referred to the license committee. 

Alderman Downs— The license committee 
members are not anxious to have the mut- 
ter come before them, but prefer that it be 
settled tonight. 

Alderman Roberts hoped that the motion 
to refer to the license committee would not 
prevail. The mutter had already been de- 
layed too long, and the club were under 
great expense in the maintenance of their 
present system of lighting. 

Alderman White said lie did not wish to 
be understood as opposed to the granting 
of the petition, but thought that the com- 
mittee eould make their report that night. 

Alderinuu Downs said that he for one 
could not give any opinion on the mutter, 
as he knew nothing more about the facts 
than he hud heard at the hearing. 

Alderman Know (ton was in favor of 
reference to the license committee. The 
remonstrants objected on the grounds of 
,unneoB8sar> noise, and the committee 
should look into the matter. 

Alderman Daily— The remonstrants ap- 

r eared sulistied with the explanation of 
'res. l'oweis und Treus. French, .uid 1 
cannot see that anything can be gained by 
the reference. 

Alderman Roberts wus of the sume 
opinion. He hud looked into the matter 
carefully and thought that the nlunt could 
be installed to the perfect satisfaction of 
tire renioustrunts. lie moved us an amend- 
ment to the motion of Alderman White 
that the petition be grunted, which wus 
curried.

II. II. Hunt's petition for a one-story 
frame storage shed on Nexx tonvlllo avenue 
for use of city xvas granted. 

COMMITTEE RK PORTS AND ORDERS. 

The highway committee recommended 
the construction of concrete sidewalks on j 
Hull street and Hunnexvell terrace, Semi- 
nary avenue, St. James and Walnut streets, 
also edgestones on Thornton street. Be- j 
port accepted. 

The finance committee through Chair- 
man \\ bite favored the expenditure of 
$.VX> for an ambulance to be used by the 
board of health in conveying contagious 
cases to the hospital. 

An order appropriating 8500 for this pur- j 
pose xvas introduced and adopted. 

It xvas also ordered to construct concrete 1 
sidexvalks on Hull. St. James and Walnut 
streets, Hunnexvell terrace and Seminary 
avenue. Also to place edgestones on 
Thornton street. 

The sum of $l<>7,000 was approptiated 
for the November department expenses. 

Orders xvere adopted for the installation 
of sexvers on Manet road, Cornell street 
and Bine Grove avenue. 

Alderman Bully Introduced txvo orders 
regarding the Wuhan Hill road matter. 

The first order that the numbers put on 
Wuhan Hill road and Wuhan Hill terrace 
so-called, be rescinded, as neither is in the 
postal district. 

Also that the use of these names for any 
municipal purpose shall be in no xvay an 
official designation or recognition of the 
same.

SCHOOL BOARD. 


CONSIDERS MATTER OF SALARIES BEHIND 
CLOSED DOORS AT ITS REGULAR MEET- 
ING WEDNESDAY EVENING- SEVERAL 
NEXV APPOINTMENTS— ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE COMMITTEE— OTHER MATTERS OF 
IMPORTANCE. 


The school board held its regular session 
Wednesday evening xvitli Mayor Cobb in 
the chair and ten members present. The 
meeting xvas chiefly notable as marking a 
new departure on the part of the commit- 
tee, that of considering the question of 
salaries behind closed doors, notxvithstand- 
iug the fact that the rules of the board only 
permit of executive sessions for the con- 
sideration of removals and appointments. 

Carrie M. Bing was appointed first as- 
sistant in the Peirce school at a salary of 
8720, and Nellie B. Rand was appointed a 
substitute first assistant at a compensation 
of 855 per month. Philip Goodrich xvas 
appointed master of the evening drawing 
school and Willard Marcy, F. II. Keyes, E. 
R. Chase, J. S. Whitehouse and Mary J. 
Callauun assistants in the evening schools. 
On recommendations of the Ward Four 
committee Miss Annie B. Smith was 
granted. full pay for the first two weeks of 
the school year, during which time she 
employed a substitute. 

The superintendent, s report shoxved a 
total enrollment in all grades of the public 
schools of 5,045 against 4,soo last year. 
Superintendent Aldrich also noted a de- 
crease in the number of overcrowded 
school rooms. 

At his recommendation the superinten- 
dent was granted authority to arrange for 
a teacher’s institute to be held in Newton 
and to close the public schools on the day 
selected. 

A communication from the Nexvton 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, urging the 
extension of the teuching of inanuui train- 
ing in the schools, was presented by Mr. 
Bond and referred to the committee on 
courses of study. Mr. Bond uiso presented 
resolutions on the death of George L. 
Chandler, supervisor of nature study in the 
public schools, which xvere adopted by a 
rising vote. 

Orders were adopted appropriating 817,- 
‘.Mi2 for the expenses of the department 
during the month of September, and $135 
for the purchase of furniture for the nexv 
Peirce school. 

Mr. iloxvesof Ward Seven presented the 
annual report which culled attrition again 
to the need of more room in the Thoinp- 
sonville and Franklin buildings, and the 
'need of a thorough examination of the 
Bigelow building with a view to determin- 
ing, if its condition would warrant its re- 
pair or whether a uexv building should be 
erected. 

Mr. Ward for the committee on rules 
presented an order providing for the adop- 
tion of schedule of rates of suluries to be 
paid to various teachers, which xvas re- 
ferred to tliis c> inmittee at the last meet- 
ing. lie suggested that the matter ho con- 
sidered in executive session. Mrs. Anders 
objected to the establishment of the 
1 director of music’s salary for $1,000. Then 
! the board went into executive session and 
' directed 'its attention to this one point in 
the schedule. 

When the doors xvere opened the order 
xvas adopted as presented by Mr. Ward 
with the exception of the item under dis- 
cussion, which xvas luid on tiie table for 
further consideration. On motion of Mr. 
Brackett 3,500 copies of the unnuul report 
xvere ordered printed.

SMOKE AND FOG. 


CAUSE Till FIRE DEPARTMENT IIFAPS OF 
Tlinl RLE. 


The members of the Nexvton lire depart- | 
ment had one of the worst experiences in 
the history of the department last Saturday 
night. It xvas not a stubborn lire xvliich 
caused tiie trouble, but Hie mingled smoke 
from a huge peat tire and the thick mist, 
xvliich formed an almost impenetrable 
barrier to the progress of the apparatus and 
caused the ditching of one engine and imr- 
roxv escapes for others. 

Shortly after midnight, and before the 
apparatus stationed on the south side of 
the city had been dismissed from the fire 
for whioh box 523 xvas sounded, an alarm 
xvas rung In from box 04. Coming at this 
time it constituted a second ahum, and ap- 
paratus from the north side of the city im- 
mediately responded to the box xvliich is 
located in Nexvton Highlands square. 

The apparatus from West Nexvton met 
xvitli a sudden chock on Homer street at 
"Cold Spring City,” however. As chemi- 
cal A entered the valley it xvas suddenly 
shrouded in darkness. Driver Raxvson 
xvas unable to see a foot ahead and quickly 
brought his horses to a xvalk. 

A moment later the horses and forward 
wheels xvere oiT the road and hopelessly 
mired in the ditch. While in this position 
the patrol wagon from police headquarters 
passed the chemical xvithout seeing its 
lights in the darkness. 

It xvas necessary to send a man ahead of 
this wagon xvitli a lantern to show the xvay, 
and five feet from tiie horses’ heads its 
light xvas not visible. After a few minutes 
of tltis kind of progress tiie attempt to pro- 
ceed \x as relinquished and the wagon re- 
turned to headquarters. 

A man was sent from the chemical en- 
gine to secure a rope from the Nexvton A- 
Boston street railway company’s power 
house, but lie was able neither to find tiie 
station or return to tiie engine. 

Finally help xxus secured, and after an 
hour’s work by 25 men the chemical engine 
was landed on dry ground uninjured. 

In the meantime engine 2 xvas obliged to . 
be led by a man xvitli a lantern, and the I 
horses were kept at a xvalk. Even thus a ; 
collision xvitli an electric car, xvhose head- : 
light wus not visible in the smoke and fog, 
xvas narrowly averted. 

So dark xvas it that the firemen xvere 
obliged to stop frequently and grope for 
fences and street corners, und the electric 
lights were unable to pierce tiie murky 
blackness. Almost by a miracle no other 
damage than the ditching of the chemical 
xvas done. 

The cause of the trouble was the dense 
smoke from a peat fire which lias been 
raging for nearly txvo weeks in this vicini- 
ty. The smoke xvas caught by the thick 
fog, and, there being no wind, settled in 
dense masses in the loxv valley bounded by 
Commonwealth avenue, Beacon and Wal- 
nut streets. The firemen say that never in 
their experience have they encountered 
such darkness. 

The fire xvas in the house of Miss Lillian 
K. Mackenzie on Walnut street, Nexvton 
Highlands, and was incendiary. 

Miss Mackenzie xvas alone in the house, 
xvhen she was uxvakened by the smell of 
smoke. On investigation she found the 
cellar in flumes. 

The fire had been set in four places after 
the woodwork had been liberally saturated : 
with kerosene. A large pile of straw in : 
the centre of the cellar had been soaked 
with kerosene, but not lighted. 

The fire was extinguished before it bad 
spread beyond the cellar. The damage 
amounted to 8150. Insured. Tiie police 
are now investigating tiie matter. 

As a result of tiie accident to chemical A, 
the city authorities have taken up arms 
against tiie peat fire in the Cold Spring bog, 
which has been burning for the past txvo 
weeks. Trenches are being dug to confine 
tiie lire to its present locality, and the city 
water will be turned on to flood the same 
and extinguish tiie tire. For the past fexv 
nights, owing to the heaviness of the air, 
tiie vicinity of Homer and Walnut streets 
has been wrapped in such a blanket of 
smoke that it has been impossible to see nt 
a distance of live feet, even with the uid of 
a lantern. 


Somerville Scores 58 Points. 


Somerville High practically won its title 
to the championship of tiie Junior Inter- 
scholastic Leugue for ’07 Saturday ufter- 
noon, by defeating Nexvton High, whioh 
xvas considered its strongest competitor, 
on the Newton grounds, by tiie over- 
whelming score of 58 to 0. Only live times 
in the game did the losing eleven have the 
ball in its possession, and in all this time it 
was not able to advance it more than 25 
yards into the enemy’s territory. For Nexv 
ton, Plimpton at quarter and Owens ut- 
tackle did effective work.

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THE NEW CITY CHARTER. 


Mil. JOHN T. LANOFORD OIVF.8 STRONG 
UK A SON 8 lOH ITS ADOPTION. 


To tho Editor of thoflrnphlc:— 

The new city charter will come before 
the voters for their acceptance or rejection 
nt the stnte election to be held next Tues- 
day, November 2nd, nnd every voter in the 
city should register his choice thereon. 
The city government 1ms mailed a copy of 
the charter to every voter that, he may be 
informed of tlmt upon which he is asked to 
vote, and having done its part the city and 
all who have contributed to tbe production 
of the charter have every reason to expect 
that tho voter will do his part also. Those 
who from personal considerations oppose 
tho passage of the charter can be depended 
upon, not only to be present at the polls 
and vote, but also to exert their influence 
to sqcnre its defeat, and the friends of the 
charter should likewise be present at the 
polls, vote and exert their influence to 
secure its enactment. Over-confidence and 
neglect of tho voters to attend the polls and 
vote can alone defeat tbe charter. 

The present city charter which Is a slight 
revision made in 1HH2 from the original 
charter enacted when the city was in- 
corporated in 187.1, does not meet the neces- 
sities of the city at the present time, nor 
insure for it a wise and economical ad- 
ministration of its affairs. This has long 
been recognized and acknowledged by 
those who have had to do with the govern- 
ment of our city. Tho existing order of 
administration in our city is behind the 
times, while a city like Newton with its 
largo intelligence and broad public spirit 
should lead in all wise municipal reforms. 
Since 1882 several unsuccessful attempts 
have been made to establish a new charter 
and correct the defects and limitations 
which the present charter contains. Tho 
new’ charter which tho legislature of 181)7 
has enacted contains changes that are of 
great importance to the economical ad- 
ministration of our city, and every citizen 
should give to it a careful reading that he 
may vote understandingly. 

This Charter is the result of deep thought 
and earnest labor on the part of the charter 
committee, composed of twenty-two citi- 
zens, all experienced in municipal affairs 
and in the subject they were called upon to 
consider. Ffteen of these gentlemen were 
selected to impartially represent the citi- 
zens, and seven members of the city coun- 
cil were selecte i to represent the govern- 
ment in this work, together, this committee 
devoted four months to the consideration 
of this important subject, after which they 
unanimously presented a charter to the 
city council of 18UU, which council revised 
their work, making some changes which 
seemed to them necessary to be made, and 
then unanimously adopted the charter. 
The city council of 1897 reviewed the 
work, making some perfecting changes, 
then unanimously adopted the charter and 
instructed the mayor to ask the legislature 
to enact the same. 

The committee on cities of the legislature 
gave to the charter a two days’ hearing, at 
which time every citizen who desired 
changes therein was given an opportunity 
to be heard, after which a few perfecting 
changes were made by this committee anu 
the charter, as now presented to the voters, 
was unanimously enacted by the legisla- 
ture After such careful compilation it 
would seem the part of wisdom for the 
people to give the charter a unanimous 
support and a faithful trial. That this 
charter is an ideal one from the standpoint 
of every citizen, or of every member of the 
several bodies that took part in its enact- 
ment, is not to be expected, for it would be 
impossible to frame ami enact a charter to 
suit every one or to which some opposition 
could not be plausibly raised, but it is as near 
ideal in its application to the necessities of 
our city, as the combined w isdom and ex- 
perience of its framers believed tho citizens 
were prepared to accept, or that it was 
wise at this time to establish. 

It is a grand advance from the present 
charter and lays a broad foundation upon 
which can be builded in the fulness of time 
when experience has demonstrated their 
necessity, changes recommended by the 
charter committee but rejected by the city 
council, chielly on the ground thut the 
people would not today accept the samu. 
They had not such strong faith and con- 
fidence in the people as the charter com- 
mittee had, hence their timidity, but take it 
all in all tho citizens are to lie congratu- 
lated upon having placed before thorn so 
good a charter, one embodying so many 
excellent features, each and all of which 
have been tried and proved in other cities 
to be of unquestioned advantage to the 
municipalities that put them into practice. 
No doubtful experiments ure ottered, every 
feature embodied has stood the test of time 
nnd experience, giving assurance that 
under this new charter the affairs of our 
city can lie far more successfully and 
economically administered than it is possi- 
ble under the existing charter, that a busi- 
ness government can be conducted there- 
under, the responsibility for shortcomings 
and extravagances can be placed, and the 
remedy successfully upplied. 

It has been said that this charter attacks i 
the interest of the laborer, in that it ; 
promises economy instead of wusteful ex- j 
travagance in the administration of the i 
affairs of our city, thus cutting olf work j 
from the poor man. This statement is ! 
misleading and is not true, for under the i 
new charter every laborer will receive all 
that he is justly entitled to receive under 
the present charter, and the economy I 
which the government will be enabled to j 
practice under tho new charter will jjreatly 
benefit the laborer, for it will give the city 
funds to expend in carrying forward 1 
needed improvements of which there are j 
fund always will be plenty requiring atten- 
tion, thus furnishing added work for every 
honest laborer to perform. Tliut the 
charter will enable tbe government to 
place u check upon a shiftless or dishonest 
execution of tho city’s work, is true, for 
that is what its framers intended and wluit 
they believed every Inmost laborer 
desired, for tho interest of the city should 
be tlio laborers’ interest as their Interests 
are and ever will be cured for by tho city, 
but all employees, whatever their vocation, 
who are unw illing to perform uu honest 
day’s work for the pay which the city 
gives them, had better vote against the 
charter on election day, for so sure as this 
charter is adopted ami competent officials 
are placed in charge of its executive de- 
partments, just so sure will wise economy 
tuko tho place of present extravagence in 
wlmt is commonly known as public work, 
while its supervising ami salutary in- 
fluence will bo experienced in every de- 
partment of the government whore money 
is expended.

DIST CHURCH, NEWTONVILLE— ADDHK88

CLUIl— AN INTKltESTINO MEETING. 


The fourth meeting of t he Newton Single 
Class and Club was held in the vestry of 
the Methodist church at Newtonville, Mon- 
day evening, Oct. Until. There was a good 
attendance and an interesting meeting was 
held. Mr. C. H. Fillebrown delivered a 
short address on the religion of the Single 
Tax, stating briefly the broad principles 
upon whioh it is founded, and dwelling 
particularly upon its ethical and religious 
bearing. In opening bo said : 

“I am sure that 1 speak for nil the mem- 
bers of this club when I express the great 
pleasute we have in making our semi-public 
debut, not under tbe auspices, hut under 
tbe hospitable roof of the Christian church, 
for which eourtsey we tender our thanks to 
the trustees of the Newtonville Methodist 
society. There is not one of our club 
whose motive is other limn a most earnest 
desire to help in bringing in the reign of 
the kingdom of heaven upon earth. We 
hope to make ourselves the most powerful 
ally of tlie Christian church in the promo- 
tion of that justice among men, tliut 
“works,” without which the gospel of love 
cannot have its full fruition. 

We have no word to say, no principle to 
advocate thut can be out of harmony with 
the sacred concord of this place.” 

Mr. J. P. Willis was the next speaker 
and lie dwelt upon the vexed social pro- 
blems of the day, referring to the vast 
amount of involuntary and undeserved 
poverty which was crying for a remedy, 
lie said thut in giving a man the advan- 
tages of schools, churches, newspapers, 
etc., you were increasing ills wants by 
those very opportunities, and unless you 
also increased his means of supply there 
would be great suffering caused, as was the 
fact today; that whereas one would say 
that if u man is able to obtain one-half of 
what he wants he will be content, if the 
ratio of his wants to his ability to supply 
them is forty to live lie cannot be expected 
to remain content. He looked to the 
Single Tax to relieve in a great measure 
this vast amount of suffering caused by in- 
voluntary poverty, and hoped in our day to 
see it become the Saint George to overcome 
and slay the great dragon ground rent. 

Kcmurks were also made by Mrs. Dr. M. 
W. Fail uce and Mr. Edgar F. Hale. 

Mr. Fillebrown read the following in 
answer to a letter which appeared in the 
last issue of the Newton Graphic from 
Mr. Eugene Hough : 

“Mr. Eugene Hough, in the Newton 
Gkaimuc, objects, that taxing the poor 
man’s land and exempting the millionaire’s 
buildings is not lust. In brief answer, 
few poor men are large holders of vacant 
land. Mr. Hough wants to remember that 
while the tax on the ground rent is always 
paid by the owner, the tux on buildings is 
never paid by the owner, but is always 
paid by the tenant, except in the case of 
people who own their own houses. The 
capitalist, who builds stores and apart- 
ments to let, never pays these taxes, but 
they are finally paid by labor every time, 
reducing its wages by just the amount of 
this tax.” 

A vote was passed to the effect that the 
secretary should make a minute of every 
question asked, and if not answered to the 
satisfaction of the person making same, 
should constitute the first matter of busi- 
ness at the next meeting, when the ques- 
tion would be fully dealt with. 

Tlie meeting was then thrown open for 
questions and the following were pre- 
sented : 

1. IIoiv would the Single Tax affect the 
poverty which is due to intemperance and 
crime ? 

2. Is not the overcrowding of the cities 
due to the gregarious tendencies of tlie 
people, and if agricultural opportunities 
were offered would they be taken advan- 
tage of by those living in tbe congested 
districts ? 

Brief answers were made to these ques- 
tions ami some discussion arose regarding 
them, but they will be considered fully and 
at length at tlie next meeting of tlie club.

CURIOUS CAMPAIGNING. 


Evidently we are to have an old-fash- 
ioned contest over the city election, this 
year, and this will be of greut benefit to 
the city in many ways. The voters will 
be aroused to take some interest in city 
affairs. In elections without a contest, 
there is nothing to remind voters that they 
have any direct Interest In the city govern- 
ment of Newton, and it becomes difficult 
to induce good men to take office. No city 
can be well-governed where there is no 
strong opposition to watch what Is done in 
city affairs. 

For these reasons It is fortunate that 
such a spirited contest has already begun 
over the choice for Mayor for the coming 
year, and the friends of the two leading 
candidates are doing some vigorous cam- 
paign work. 

But the friends of Mayor Cobb should 
be more careful to secure accurate infor- 
mation in regard to city affairs. In their 
zeal for their candidate, they should not 
make statements which they would find 
on investigation are without any founda- 
tion. 

We had occasion last week to call atten- 
tion to a number of names they had se- 
cured by stating thut Mr. Bothfehl would 
not accept the office, and this week it has 
come to light thut they are stating that it 
would be unwise to select Mr. Bothfeld 
because of his official connection with the 
Boston & Albany railroad. 

As Mr. Bothfeld was engaged by the 
City Council und Mayor Cobb to represent 
the city in negotiating with the Boston & 
Albany, in matters relating to the abolish- 
ing of grade crossings, and also in regard 
to settling claims for dumages from the 
widening of Washington street, such a 
statement becomes ridioulous, and those 
who made it could not have been awure of 
the facts. 

The simple truth of the mutter is that 
Mr. Bothfeld us Mayor had secured so 
many valuable concessions from the ruil- 
road, that the railroad at first refused to 
grant, in the way of additional bridges, 
and other conveniences for the people, 
that the City Council, after trying to get 
along without him, was compelled to ask 
him to continue to represent the city. Of 
course if Mayor Cobb had been in the city 
council previous to his election as Mayor, 
and had had the experience and tact re- 
quired to continue the work begun by 
Mayor Bothfeld, such a course would not 
have been necessary. 

This is one of the strongest reasons why 
Jlr. Bothfeld should be elected Mayor this 
year, so that he may close up the work he 
has begun, us the interests of the city 
would require that he should he retained, 
no matter who is chosen as Mayor. It is 
an admitted fact, by ull who know any-' 
thing about the mutter, that Mr. Bothfeld 
secured more concessions from the rail- 
road than any one had deemed possible, 
thut he looked carefully ufterthe interests 
of the city, und because he did these 
things to argue that it would not be con- 
sistent to elect him Mayor, show how lit- 
tle information many citizens have of 
city affairs. It only emphasizes the 
necessity of huvitig contests in city 
politics, so that citizens will be roused to 
take some interest in city affairs, and in- 
form themselves of wlmt is going on. 


WASHINGTON STREET DAMAGES- 

Among tiie objections to Mr. Bothfeld 
thut Mayor Cobb’s friends are presenting, 
is that so much money wus paid for dum- 
uges along Washington street; tiiut the 
Newton bunk grounds were not taken for 
the widening of the street, that French’s 
corner was not cut off and ul) the building* 
between Washington street und the rail- 
road removed. It is certainly curious how 
little information those mukiug these ob- 
jections have of city uffuirs. 

In the first place comparatively few 
cluiius for damages were paid during Mayor 
Uothfeld’s term of office. They cauib up 
the next year, und there wus so much eon- 
fusion about the matter, so many extruvu- 
gum prices w ere paid, thut finally the city 
council hud to put the mutter iuto the 
hands of ex-Muyor Bothfeld, in order to 
protect the city treasury. After thut date 
the claims were settled on us reasonable 
terms as tiie committee and Mr. Bothfeld 
could secure, und uithougb some of the 
claims were exorbitant, they were felt to 
be less tliun it would cost the city if carried 
iuto court. It would have saved the city 
inuuy thousands of Uollurs if Mr. Bothfeld 
hud been placed in charge ut first, as tiie 
committee of tiiut year will testify. 

In regard to the hank building, tiiut mat- 
ter wus not absolutely settled while Mayor 
Bothfeld wus in office, hut wus agitated 
the tiext year. President Jumcs F. C. 
Hyde of the Savings Bunk says that before 
getting plans for their new building or tuk- 
iug any action, he went to Mayor Cobh and 


asked him if the city had any intention of 
tnking the bank grounds, and w as told 
that it lmd not. Then the bank went 
ahead, moved off their old building, let 
their contracts, lmd the cellar dug and tiie 
foundation partly laid, when there arose a 
great demand for the city to seize the land, 
n hearing was belli, and because tiie hanks 
asked to be compensated for the expense 
they lmd been to, the cost of taking the 
land was held to he so great that the plan 
was given up. Mr. Bothfeld win hardly be 
held responsible for this. 

As to French’s corner, that was taken 
off in the plan of widening adopted under 
Mayor Bothfeld, and it would have been 
better to have widened Washington street 
at that point as contemplated, but hist year 
the city council voted not to take French’s 
corner or to widen the street on that side, 
which Is felt by many to have been a mis- 
take, ns the street is too narrow at that 
point, with all tiie electric cars in Nonan- 
turn square. The opponents of Mr. Both- 
feld should not mix tilings up in such a 
ridiculous manner. 


THE FIGHT OVER THE CHARTER. 

The state election next Tuesday has 
little interest for Newton aside from the 
vote on tiie new charter, ns in other re- 
spects tiie vote will be all one way. 

In regard to tiie charter, while there 1ms 
been little open opposition, there has been 
a greut effort to combine the laboring men 
against it, and some have been convinced 
that it will bo against their interests to 
have tiie new charter adopted. It is rather 
strange that this view should be taken, ns 
the more money that is saved in useless 
[ expenditures, the more will be available 
for needed improvements, and ns many of 
I the laboring men own their own homes, 
they are even more interested than wealthy 
citizens in having the tax rate kept down. 

Among those who have come out strong- 
ly against the new- charter, is Rev. Father 
Dolan, of the Church of Our Lady, who at 
the morning service last Sunday, gave his 
reasons at some length for opposing it, but 
told his hearers to vote ns their consciences 
dictated. Mr. W. H. Mague, one of the 
largest contractors of the city, is also 
strongly opposed to the new charter, and 
it is said that most of the other contractors 
of the city are opposed to it. 

The friends of the charter have believed 
until recently that as nothing appeared in 
the newspapers, the feeling was all one 
way, and they have done but little mis- 
sionary work in favor, beyond having a 
copy of the new charter sent to every 
voter, believing that the evils of the pres- 
ent form of government were so evident 
and the changes proposed w-ere so desira- 
ble, that a simple reading of the new 
charter would be all that was needed to in- 
sure its adoption. 

. The result now is in a good deal of doubt 
and will depend on the size of the vote. 

The majority of the voters are believed 
to be in favor of the change, but as there 
is nothing about the state ticket to call 
them out, the new charter may be lost, as 
all opposed to it will be sure to vote. It is 
the duty of every one who desires to have 
the city government of Newton put on a 
good business footing, to go to the polls, 
and vole for the new charter. 


A Very amusing and absurd report 
comes to tis from different parts of the 
city and is evidently being industriously 
circulated by some one. It is that Mr 
Bothfeld bus recently held a “conference” 
with the Knights of Labor, and in return 
for their votes for him for Mayor, he is 
said to have promised them that 
no contract work shall be done in the 
city, that all day luborers shull be paid 
two dollars per day, that no Italians shall 
be employed, and so on, the story having 
many embellishments. One cannot but ad- 
mire the fertile imaginations of those who 
are opposing Mr. Bothfeld, but they really 
ought not to violate all the probabilities, 
as they have done so far. Such yarns are 
too ridiculous to need any denial. 


Newton can boast more golf courses 
than any other city of its size, which indi- 
cates how enthusiastically New ton people 
have taken up the golf craze. The Boston 
Sunday Herald devoted most of a page to 
a description of the numerous clubs, writ- 
ten by Henry Huynie of Newton Centre, 
with illustrations of the club houses, and 
some of the more famous players. Tiie 
different associations are known by the 
names of Newton Golf Club, Braeburn 
i Golf Club, Woodlawn Golf Club, Chestnut 
i Hill Golf Club, and Newton Centre Golf 
i Club. Each club bus its special features, 

! and some of the more enthusiastic players 
j belong to several of tiie clubs. 

| The Boston & Albany bus inaugurated a 
! new policy, by running only two cars on 
| circuit trains during portion of the day, 

; and at times these are uncomfortably 
| crowded. People tuke the steam cars in 
i preference to the electrics, for one reason 
I because they are sure of u seat, but if they 
I have to stand up, they will prefer the 
' electrics at u cheaper rate of fare. It is no 
longer u disputed question tiiut tiie electrics 
have taken uwuy a large slice from tiie 
Newton travel on the Boston A Albany, 
even under present conditions, with the 
Brighton electrics over-crowded on every 
trip, und not half enough curs to accom- 
modate the people. 

'I m Boston Record had a verj poott- 
liar urticle on tiie mayoralty campaign in 
Newton, Monday evening, which was u 
rather thinly-disguised boom for President 
Duvisofthe Common Council. His cam- 
paign w us bused chiefiy on the claim tiiut 
; too high suluries ure paid to the city 
officials of Newton, und two many tele- 
phones ure used. In regard to the lutter, it 
may be said tiiut Hie committee appointed 
i to thoroughly investigate tiie mutter re- 
ported thut with ull feusible consolidations, 
j tiie city might be able to save the sum jof 
| $48 a year.

In the days when David was King of 
Judea, by Ebranous, a king in Britain, who 
gave it his own name, calling it caeur 
Ebranc, (the city of Ebrancus), we do 
know that a thousand years later it was 
known by the Romans as Eboraeum. This 
name has been transformed into York, 
but how. Etymologists are not agreed. 

Euer wic in the Doomsday book, (that is. 
a town on the lire); Eaekrolc in the tongue 
of the Britons; Eoforwic, the Anglo-Saxon 
name; and Jorvlk, that of the Danes. The 
Dnuish name easily drops into York. 

The history of York is recorded from the 
time of the Homan occupation. Agricola 
in his second campaign, in A. D. 79, com- 
pleted the eonquest of the Brigantes, a 
tribe occupying the north of Britain, and 
Homan York was probably founded at that 
time. 

Agricola used it as a base of supplies 
when he marched north and began the 
erection of a chain of forts, completed 
later by Hadrian and called The Piets’ 
wall. 

In A. D. 140, York was the headquarters 
of the “victorious sixth legion.” In 208 the 
Emperor SSeverns arrived in York, then 
doubtless the chief city of Britain, lie 
died there in 210. This was a period of 
great splendor. Three of the most learned 
jurists in the Roman empire, TJlpianus, 
Paulus and Papirianus were then in Y'ork. 
When the Roman empire was divided, 
Britain fell to the lot of Constant ins 
Chlovus, who fixed his residence in York 
and died there in 306. His successor was 
Constantine the Client, proclaimed emperor 
by the army at Y'ork, he being there at the 
time of his father's death. He soon left for 
Gaul ; the Roman army was gradually with- 
drawn and the history of York as a Roman 
city ceased to be important. 

Its later history, however, is full of in- 
terest, recording the successive struggles 
for possession of the Britons, Saxons and 
Danes, and the introduction and establish- 
ment of the Christian religion. 

In 11H50 William made easy capture of 
Y'ork, and built a castle which stiii stands 
and is called Clifford’s Tower. 

In 1175 Henry II held here a council, the 
first of sixty-five held in York, called by 
successive kings to the time of Charles I. 

lu the reign of Richard I occurred the 
massacres of the Jews in England,— one of 
the most frightful of which was in Y'ork. 

In 1827 Edward III marched from Y'ork 
with (to.oco men against Robert Bruce, and 
was married there shortly after Christmas 
to Philippa. 

In 14855 Richard III hastened from Y'ork 
to London, when he heard of liis brother’s 
death, and was proclaimed king. 

July 10, 1(544, Y’ork surrendered to the 
parliamentary forces. Lord Ferdinand 
Fairfax and his son, Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
had the city in care during the war and 
saved the Minster from injury. 

At the Restoration, Sir Thomas took an 
active part in the welcome of the king. At 
the Revolution the city favored the Prince 
of Orange. Its proclivities were Hanoveri- 
an in 1745, since which time Y’ork has 
figured but little in public history. 

Its later triumphs have been in the do- 
main of science and art. 

Aleuin, a renowned scholar, was born 
here in 720 and died in 804. Frederic 
Frees, the first printer m Y’ork, settled 
here in 1497 or before. 

Guy Fawkes (1570-1(504), was also born 
here, of a good family. The Earl of Somer- 
set, favorite of James I. was a native of 
Y’ork. Its alumni include John Flaxumn.a 
sculptor; Limlley Murray, the gramnmr- 
ism (who resided near York); George Hud- 
son, “railway king,” originally a linen 
draper and afterward Lord Mayor of 
Y’ork ; the Earl of ltosse, the celebrated 
astronomer, and others still, of whom the 
city maj justly boast. 

liut t lie gem, the pride of the city, its 
cliiefest boast, its glory and its song, is 
that “most august of temples, the noble 
Minster,” that stands in the midst of the 
city, wrapt in solemn grandeur, so huge 
that as it now rises in my thought, it seems 
lonely. 

How can I again bring it before you? A 
cursory glance at the exterior, and a hur- ! 
ried walk through its majestic spaces, will 
liut suiliee for a lull revelation. < >ne must 
take time to let this mighty pile sink deep 
into the mini] and heart till it abides there, 
a consecrated possession. 

As with the music of the great masters of 
song who enthrall the world; or xvlth the 
paintings ol the artists whose works out- 
live wasting generations; or with the great 
poems of tlie bards who have touched the 
souls of all men in ail ages; so with this 
cathedral.

A few words us to its history, which be- 
beginswith the introduction of Christianity 
by the preuchinu of Puulinus in the seventh 
century. King Edwin was baptized Easter 
day.

The king, after his baptism, begun at the 
suggestion of Puulinus, as Bede relates, a 
“large and noble basilica of stone, in 
which the oratory he hud first built was to 
be included. " The king was killed before 
its completion, w hich was left for his suc- 
cessor to accomplish.

When Roger arrived, ho 
found that Archbishop Richard bad got 
there before him and taken the place of 
honor on the right. What should lie do? 
What did he but push in between the legate 
and bis rival, and end by sitting on his 
knee. The people of Canterbury were 
angered, and pulled liini off, threw him 
dow n, and beat and trampled on him un- 
mercifully. He rose a sorry figure, with 
torn cape, and covered with dust and 
shame. He went to King Henry Hand 
complained, but the king only laughed at 
him. In 1858 a composition was made by 
the king between the then contending 
bishops, which made Canterbury the head, 
though on all public occasions they were to 
be as nearly equal as possible. In addition 
to this, the Pope ordained that the arch 
bishop of York should be primate of Eng- 
land, and the archbishop of Canterbury 
the primate of all England. Y’ork retains 
the obi privilege of crow ning the queen. 

The church of St. Peter is to York what 
St. Peter’s is to Rome. Let us now survey 
it, with Sampson for a guide. The dimen- 
sions are imposing. They nre as follows: 
Extreme exterior length 524 feet; breadth 
across the transepts 250 feet; breadth of 
nave 135 feet; breadth of choir 130 feet; 
height of western towers 202 feet ; breadth 
of western tower 32 feet; breadth of central 
tower 65 feet; diameter of chapterhouse 
99 feet. 

Within, the nave is 264 feet long, 104 feet 
wide and 99 feet high. The choir is 223 
feet long, 102 feet wide and 99 feet high. 
The interior height of the central tower is 
185 feet. 

In plan and proportion the cathedral Is 
very simple. It is in the form of a cross, 
the main limbs of which are of nearly the 
same length.as shewn by the measurements 
given above. A few chapels on the south 
si !e of the choir, and the chapter house on 
the north side are all that disturb, and that 
but little, the simplicity of the form. 

It is not the form that impresses the 
spectator more and more, the longer he 
looks upon the Minster, but its dignity and 
massive grandeur, whether one views the 
exterior or the interior. It excels all the 
other English cathedrals in the height of 
nave and choir, and in no other Gothic 
building is there liner architectural effects 
than are given in a view across the great 
transepts. 

Let us examine some parts of the ex- 
terior. beginning with the w est front. This 
is said to be unsurpassed by any church in 
England, in its fine proportions; eluiste en- 
richments, or scientific arrangements. An 
eight pinnacled tower rises on each side, 
and between is a gable with perforated 
battlements, surmounted by a crocheted 
pinnacle. The whole front is divided into 
three parts by massive buttresses, enriched 
011 every face with tabernacle work, and in 
each of these divisions is an entrance to 
the church. In each of the tw o side divi- 
sions are three windows, one above an- 
other; the two lower ones are decorated. 
The three divisions correspond with the 
nave and aisles. 

The great west entrance in the center 
consists of an outer arch, “deeply recessed, 
the mouldings of which contain details of 
exquisite delicacy, and figures representing 
the history of Adam and Eve.” The door- 
way is divided into two by a slender shaft, 
as is not unusual, but the space beneath 
the deep vaulting of the arch is tilled with 
six circular six light windows, which is an 
uncommon, if not unique arrangement 
Over this is a erocketeu gable in the center 
of which is a niche containing a statue of 
Archbishop Melton, who completed the 
west front. "He sits graven in stone, in 
his attire as archbishop, with his hand 
raised in the act of benediction. Over his 
head is the finest Gothic window in the 
world, built, in all probability, by himself, 
and still beaming with the same glow ing 
colors with which heudorned it nearly 550 
years ago.” This window has u height of 
54 feet, and a breadth of 30 feet. On either 
hand of the archbishop is an effigy of a 
benefactor of the church. One represents 
the noble house of Percy, the other that of 
Vavasour. Tliey gave wood and stone for 
the church. One holds in his hand a piece 
of un worked stone, and the other holds a 
piece of worked stone. 

In niches in the north and south buttress 
es are figures, somewhat dilapidated, which 
represent in one case the flight into Egypt, 
and in the other the entry into Jerusalem. 

The towers, erected in the 15th century, 
have on each side beautiful perpendicular 
windows. Tliey are surmounted by lofty 
pinnacles. 

'J’iie west window, already mentioned, is 
in two divisions of four lights each, and is 
an unrivalled specimen ot a decorated win- 
dow. Let us now pass in and view the in- 
terior. You have already seen it, but wish 
it recalled to remembrance. 

You recollect the greeting the organ gave 
you as you were about to enter, and that it 
continued to peal its thunders after you 
stood w ithin. The vast spaces of nave and 
transept ami choir could not suffice for the 
vast volumes of sound, which sought and 
shook tlie air without. 

We are standing in the nave, let us ob- 
serve some of the details It is tlie largest 
in English cathedrals and its proportions 
are exquisite. It grows upon vou as you 
look at it. 

The Norman nave remained until 1291 
when it was removed and the present one 
begun, and was completed about 13(50. It 
lias seven pointed urclies, tlie piers of 
which are octagonal, lu the great urcadi 


portion of that glorious temple.” In its 
aisles are monuments and canopied tombs 
of various archbishops earlier o: later, be- 
ginning with Paulinus. A carving of tlie 
Ascension and representations of Christ 
sitting in judgment and of St. Peter hold- 
ing the keys “Tlie grained canopy is a 
muss of delicate and highly finished enrv- 
ing, a fine example of elaborately carved 
stone work." 

The North Transept, built tlie latter 
part of tlie 1 3th century, is similar in style 
to the south. The most striking feature is 
five-light jwimlow. The leafage and other 
ornaments of this transept are specially 
conspicuous. Here also are canopied 
tombs of distinguished archbishops and of 
church benefactors. 

In the east aisle is a decorated door lead- 
ing to the vestibule of the Chapter House, 
which is octagounl in form. Its beauty is 
much enhanced oy tlie absence of any cen- 
tral pillar. The roof is vaulted and the 
floor is tessellated. Tlie echo here of a 
musical tone uttered by our guide was 
notably fine. 

There are forty-four canopied stone- 
stalls, all tlie details of which will bear 
the closest study. Grotesque heads and 
figures are seen in tlie angles between tlie 
stalls and elsewhere. E. g. One carving 
represents the devil taking the crown from 
a king’s head. Another, a monk and nun 
kissing. Above tlie stalls is a gallery run- 
ning round tlie building. 

'l'he beauty of tlie whole is not exceeded 
by any other sculpture of this period in 
England or on tlie continent. * l lt is tlie 
gem of tlie cathedral.” Near tlie entrance 
door is a Latin inscription which tlie guide 
is sure to point out. It is rendered in Eng 
lisli thus:

Tin* cathedral suffered but little durini 
tlie Reformation but about 17oo 
pavement, "rich in incised slabs,” was 
taken up and worked over to make a new

Wit in the present century tlie building 
lias suffered greatly by lire. Feb 2, 1829, 
one Martin, un insane person, having con- 
cealed li in 1 . self after evening service of tlie 
previous da), gathered hassocks and other 
combustible material.-, placed them under 
the organ and pul lire to them. Tlie de- 
struction of the woodwork was complete. 
The beautiful tabernacle of carved oak, tlie 
stalls, the pulpit, the organ, tlie roof, the 
rest of the woodwork and much of tlie 
stone work of the choir. 

The great eust window was saved with 
difficulty. 

Restoration cost £(>5,000, ami was com- 
pleted in 1832. In May 1840, through tlie

Tlie crypt is one of tlie most interesting 
parts of the minster, it being more antique 
than anything above ground. Here are tlie 
only remains of the first building of Arch- 
bishops Thomas and Roger, and probably 
of the church built by King Edwin. Here 
is a spring of water, said to be pure and 
delicious. We did not taste it. Four of 
the original Norman pillars remain, and 
around each are the remains of four slend- 
er ones. Tlie sculpture of these deserve 
notice. Outside these are some walls of 
the older Norman church, which enclose 
in some cases herring-bone stone work of 
the Saxons. Just under tlie site of the 
Norman Inch altar, is an interesting mound 
of earth. It is tlie spot long hallowed as 
that on which King Edw in was baptized, 
ami where his head was brought home to 
be buried. Here King Ebranc and his 
chiefs are said to have celebrated their 
pagan rites, and here the Romans had a 
•temple to Diana and did stately worship; 
so says tradition. 

WINDOW'S. 

The windows of the minster call for 
separate and special notice. Most of them 
retain their original glass “fairly perfect.” 
That of some windows is out of plumb, 
owing to the heat of tlie fire in 1840, when 
the nave was burned as far as the central 
tower, and tlie bells were melted. [Out of 
the melted hells metal snuff boxes, etc., 
were made and sold for years to curiosity 
seekers.] Tlie west window' has been men- 
tioned. Above tlie entrance to tlie south 
transept, and above three lofty windows, 
is the great feature of this front, a magnifi- 
cent rose window, 30 feet in diameter. 

I 11 tlie north transept tlie most striking 
feature is tlie lancet window' of five lights, 
each 54 feet high, and 5 feet 3 inches wide. 

It is commonly called “The Five Sisters.” 

York is said to have always been a great 
place for single ladies. An Old Maids’ 
hospital has been endowed by Mary Wan- 
dertord, a maiden lady. The memory of 
five such ladies lias been perpetuated by 
this beautiful ami celebrated window. 
The sisters are said to have embroidered 
eaeli a panel, and then had tlie panels 
copieil in glass by foreign artists, but when 
or where is not known. The window fills 
the whole of the end of the central isle of 
tlie transept. [Read tlie pathetic story of 
the five sisters a* told by Dickens in Nicho- 
las Nickleby. He says— "Time may have 
softened tlie colors (of the window) but tlie 
same stream of light still falls upon tlie 
forgotten tomb, of which no trace re 
mains.”] 

The abrupt and level termination of that 
window is relieved bv five small lancet 
windows above, which decline in height 
from tlie center. 

In tlie west aisle of tlie same transept, 
and to the north of tlie aisle, is a stained 
glass window, to the memory of Sir Wil- 
liam Hurcourt, a judge, who died in 18(53. 

It represents subjects from Sacred History, 
connected with the administration of laws, 
as : The Judgment of Solomon : Moses de- 
livering tlie law ; Samuel judging Israel. 

To the west are four windows to tlie 
memory of tlie officers and soldiers, and 
women and children, of tlie 5lst and 94th 
regiments, who died of cholera in India in 
18(51. One is a Caleb window, narrating 
his adventures; another is a Joshua win- 
dow; tlie third is a Gideon window; ami 
tlie fourth represents events connected 
with King David. 

Of tlie Chapter House windows I must 
allow Hawthorne to speak. “The seven 
arched windows of old painted glass, are 
the richest 1 ever saw, each looking like an 
inestimable treasury of precious stones, 
with a gleam and glow even in tlie sullen 
light of this gray morning. What would 
they lie with the sun shining through 
them? ms when we saw them.; With all 
their brilliancy, moreover, they are as soft 
as rose leaves. 1 never saw any piece of 
liumuii architecture »o beautiful us this 
Cliupter House; at least. 1 thought so while 
looking at it, and 1 think so still; and it 
owes its beauty in very great measure to its 
paiuted v. lndow >. Front t be outside, i be 
•windows look like nothing but un opaque 
old crust of conglomerated panes of glass ” 
'Flie Great East Window is one of the 
glories of tlie dihedral, if not the most 
splendid object there. It is 75 (some say 
77; feet high, and 30 feet broud, ami is full 
of old painted glass in many exquisitolv 
imagined ami wrought scriptural designs. 
There is no larger window containing its 
original glazing. There are nine lights, 
twice transomed. There are 200 compart- 
ments in all. Below' the tracery are 117, 
each a yard square, 13 iu height and 9 
across, 'l’he figures, painted, are about 
two feet high. The subjects of the three 
upper courses, which are above tlie gallery, 
are from tlie old Testument, beginning 
with Creation and ending with tin- death 
of Absalom, 27 squares iu all. 'File upper 
nine are: 1 , Creution of heaven and earth : 
2. Land and water divided ; 3, Herbs of the 
field; 4, Light and darkness; 5, Birds and 
fishes; (5. beasts, reptiles, mail ; 7, Seventh 
day; 8, Eating forbidden fruit; 9 , Expul- 
sion from Paradise. 

Below tlie gallery all the subjects iu 81 
squares are from tlie book of Revelation, 
beginning with “Angel proclaiming, ’ und 
ending with “Our Saviour witli a book, 
und John writing of wbut he bus seen, 
lu tlie lowest tier ure the pope, arch- 
bishops, und kings. 1 11 the tracery above, 
within the pointed arch, is u representa- 
tion of Christ in glory utteuded by tin 
suiuts. in 1405 the Dean and Chapter en- 
gaged John Thornton, of Coventry, to 
glaze tills window . He was to do tlie work 
with ills own bauds und complete it within 


three years, in payment he was to receive , 
four shillings every week and five pounds ; 
each year, lie was also to receive ten j 
pound’s il tlie work gave satisfaction when 
finished. 

SOM I : NOTEWORTHY OR Ol’RIOUS OBJECTS. 

Iii the north transept, behind n pillar, is 
a strange monument, of a man worn to j 
skin and bone, John liuxley by name. He | 
was treasurer iff the church. He died In 
1424, after trying to fast during the 40 days 
of Lent, says tradition. Near l>y is the fine 
tomb of Archbishop Greenfield, behind 
which the maniac incendiary hid himself 
and lay till all others had left tlie building. 

Tlie monument of Archbishop Sterne, 
great grandfather of Lawrence Sterne, is 
realistic. He died of gout. His statue is 
half recumbent, with one leg thicker than 
the other. 

In tin* south aisle of the choir is an amus- 
ing inscription to a certain Lady Downer. 
Alter 27 lines commemorating her perfec- 
tions, the inquiring reader is referred to 
tiie Gentlemen’s Magazine of May 1812, for 
further particulars. 

Hanging high above the pavement nre 
two steel rods, upon which with iron ham- 
mers, two bronze or iron figures strike the 
hours, striking alternately. 

In the vestry arc tlie record room and 
treasure. There are also some interesting 
curiosities. One is The Horn of Ulphus, 
made of an elenhnnts tusk, cunningly 
carved and polished and once ornamented 
with gold mounting. It is a valuable relie 
of ancient art, and forms tlie title by which 
the chapter held some of its estates. Ulpli 
was the son-in law of Gamete : was govern- 
or of West Deiva, and lord of a great part 
of East Yorkshire.

Then 
going to the altar of tlie cathedral, he filled 
the horn with wine, drank it off, ami dedi- 
cated all his lands to God and St. l’eter, 
and so disinherited his family. A church 
in Aldborough, East Riding, still bears the 
name of tlie donor, with this inscription: 
“Ulpli commanded to be erected for the 
souls of Hanuni and Guntliard.” 

The famous horn disappeared from tlie 
Minster during tlie civil war and fell into 
the hands of Sir Thomas Fairfax. His son 
restored it to the cathedral. Iu 1(575 it was 
decorated anew, and an inscription put 
upon it, reciting tlie main points in its his- 
tory. 

The Maser Rawl, or Indulgence Cup of 
Archbishop Scrape is also preserved. It is 
a bowl of dark brown wood, with a silver 
rim and three silver cherubs’ heads serving 
as feet. It bears this inscription : 

"Kiohurde arehe bischope Scrope grant 
unto all tlio’ that drinkes of this cope 
XLti dtiyes to pardon.” This is repeated 
in nearly tlie same words. This cup, after 
having been in the possession of others, 
was at last in 1808, presented to the cathe- 
dral. Other curiosities are an ancient cor- 
onation chair, a magnificent oak chest, on 
which is carved tlie story of .St. George and 
tlie Dragon ; and a silver pastoral staff, six 
feet long, it was taken at tlie Revolution 
from tlie Roman Catholic Archbishop, (ap- 
pointed by James II) as lie was entering 
the Minster in solemn procession. It was 
the Karl of Dauby who seized it and pre- 
sented it to the chapter. 

What memories gather about this vener- 
able idle; of kings and queens, of warriors, 
and statesmen, of old men, of sinners with 
their burdens coming repentant for absolu- 
tion, of maidens with their joy, coming to 
be married, of weddings and of funerals! 
Here in 1328 Edward 1 II espoused Philip- 
pa of Hainault, he not 17 years of age, and 
she but 14. 

In 1225 Princess Joan, daughter of King 
John, but 11 years old, married Alexander 
II of Scotland. 

In 1252 Margaret of England married 
Alexander III. 

Here was buried Tosti, “the Tiger of the 
North,” brother of Harold. 

Also Archbishop Gerard, whose coffin 
was pelted with stones, because he died 
with his baud on an astronomical book. 

But enough. It is time to leave the 
Minster, richer in stories and glories than 
I have been able to tell or depict. 

We leave it with reluctant feet— leave it, 
but it will abide with us an inalienable 
possession.

A largo number of persons interested in 
the work of the union for Industrial Pro- 
gress met at the rooms of tlie union in Bos- 
ton last Saturday utternoon to hear Prof. 
Mary Whitton Calkins of Wellesley college 
talk on the question of “Child Labor.” 

Prof. Culkins bus made a special study 
of the question in all its phases, und in 
all the English speaking countries. Site 
presented the result of hor study in a most 
interesting and simple manner, and was 
listened to with tlie closest attention by 
her audience, all of whom were experts in 
labor mutters. 

The lecture began with a description of 
tlie different forms of child labor in the 
factory, tlie shop and the mine. Prof. Cal- 
kins drew a most pathetic picture of the 
young children, scarcely able to appreciate 
the nature of work, obliged to do a share 
of labor at times almost equal to thut re- 
quired of full grown men. These children 
never liuve any of the pleasures which fall 
to tlie lot of their more fortunate fellows, 
and at tlie time of life when tlie school 
and the pluyground should be develop- 
ing their young minds, one-sixth of tlio 
children in this country are employed regu- 
larly in manual labor. 

The reasons for this state of affairs she 
traced to tlie simplification of work by tlie 
introduction of machinery, tlie greed of 
employers who can get child labor at a 
much less cost tlmn that of older persons, 
und the shortsightedness of parents who 
look to the small amount which these little 
children add to tlie family income ratlier 
than lo tlie injury done tlie children in de- 
priving them of the opportunity <>f ad- 
vancement in later life. 

Tins early and continuous employment, 
Prof. Calkins said, caused a lasting in- 
jury to tlie child’s Iieultli and his intelli- 
gence. which was warped by tlie trials in- 
cident to work and stunted bv tlie contin- 
ous application to work. The children 
also crowd adults out of employment, low- 
ering wages so that, i y the nearsighted- 
ness of tlie parents to guiu the small 
amount of wages for tlie labor of the child, 
a much larger sum is lost by tlie reduction 
of the wages of the adults of the family. 

Prof. Calkins gave tlie history of Eng- 
lish factory legislation and of tlie efforts 
that have been uiude iu tins country in tlie 
same direction, blit which were frustrated 
by tlie diversity of laws on the subject in 
tin) different states. Although 21 states 
had passed laws, tliey had in many cases 
forgotten to uppoiut inspectors to see Unit 
tliey were observed.

1 The Story of Germ Life, by II. W. Conn, 
will be found of the utmost interest by tlie 
large and ever increasing class of readers 
who are anxious to obtain a clear and in- 
telligent account of a subject that is of the 
first and most vital Imiiortapce at the pres- 
ent day. Unfortunately, but naturally, one 
aspect of the subject has developed into 
{ undue prominence, and to the public the 
] microbe is regarded as something tieees- 
] sarily threatening to human life; hut in tlie 
fourth chapter of Ids valuable little bonk 
; Mr. Conn shows the valuable services many 
■ of the microscopic germs perform for the 
benefit of man, or rather, lmw man profits 
from the life work of the microbe. Mr. 
Conn calls the bacteria man’s “friends and 
allies. Without them wo should not have 
our epidemics, but without them we should 
not exist. Without them plant and animal 
life would be impossible on the face of the 
earth.” The reasons for these statements 
will lie found in abundance in the volume 
tinder consideration, than which none bet- 
ter could he placed In the hands of the 
reader who is apprnaoliing the subject for 
the first time. Tlie book should be read by 
young and old, by everybody who would 
keep up with the advunce of beneficent 
science.

Several 
of the stories have their scenes laid in 
Brittany, a fitting home of romance, and 
deal with tlie supernatural and tlie super- 
stitions of tlie natives, which involve some 
marvelous tales. The book is published by

Tlie last in the series of Home Reading 
books published by I). Appleton A; Co., is 
“Uncle Sam’s Secrets.” a story of national 
affairs for the youth of tlie nation, by 
Oscar Phelps Austin.

The first hearing by the commission to 
investigate tiie relations between street 
railways and municipal corporations wus 
held Thursday at the Statu House. The 
commissioners, the lion. Churles Fruucis 
Adams, chairman, the Hon. \V. W. Crapo 
and the Hon. E. B. Hayes, with W. S. 
Allen, clerk, were present, and there was 
u good attendance of municipal authorities 
and street railway managers. 

After remarks by the mayor of Fitcli- 
bury, Mayor Cobb said that there w as no 
cause of complaint in his city. The prob- 
lem there was difficult, because Newton 
hud tiie largest acreage in the state, uud 
there were long runs. The roads were 
unable, because of legal prohibition, to 
aid in street widenings. 

Chairman Adams remarked that under 
the law there was nothing to prevent a 
street railway expending its surplus or 
net earnings in street widenings, but it 
could not capitalize such an expense. It 
was stated that the railroad commission 
had made this ruling in the case of widen- 
ing Beacon street in Brookline by the West 
End road. 

Mayor Cobb went on to suy that many 
Newton streets were narrow and never in- 
tended for street railways. When loca- 
tions were granted, widenings were nee 
essary. if railways were compelled to 
widen streets, they should, in return, be 
given a permanent franchise at least for 
•go years. 

City Solicitor \V. S. Slocum of New ton 
added that whenever the attempt hud been 
made to get u street railway company to 
w iden streets, the city had been met by 
the statement that such action would be 
“ultra Vires ” lie thought this was true, 
uml that the roads could not do it. At Mr. 
Adams’ request, he agreed to look up this 
w hole question. He held that u city or 
town did not grant a franchise, but a lo- 
cation or “license.” Franchises came from 
the Legislature, lie hud tried to get the 
law chuuged so us to permit widenings by 
roads, but wus given leave to withdraw. 
It was u grave question with him w hether 
there was proper compensation for an un- 
limited franchise. lie did not think he 
could enlighten the committee on general 
points. There were five street ruilwuy 
corporations in the city beside the West 
End, which enters cue corner.
